uſe, it was decreed by the councils of Vienna and Trent, that no- 1 


hoſpitals, in future, ſhould be given to ſecular prieſts, in the way of 
benefices ; but that the adminiſtration thereof ſhould be aſſigned: to 
ſufficient and reſponſible laymen, who ſhould take an oath for tlie 
faithful diſcharge of their duty, and be accountable to the ordinaries. 
Such laymen were generally men of wealth, and were led by education | 
to think, that their benefactions to theſe inſtitutions would operate to- 
the repoſe, not only of their own ſouls, but the ſouls of their anceſtors. 
and poſterity. They were liberal therefore in their donations, and 
acquired the titles of firſt, ſecond, third &c. founder, in the order in. 
which they made additions to the charity. It was in-this manner, pro-- 
bably, Sir Henry Sandwich obtained the. reputation. of being a founder 
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of this Hoſpital-; E s did Kea his ſons Sir John and Sir Simon, 
and others: of his deſcendants, ſucceſſively. Sir Nicholas Sandwich is 
faid to have firſt aſſigned the patronage of the Hoſpital to. the Mayor 
and Jurats of Sandwich; which may be true; but it is more probable, 
that the Mayor, Jurats and Commonalty of Sandwich, were appointed 
governours of the Hoſpital from the time of i its firſt endow ment. The 
patronage and government of the Hoſpital were certainly in the Whole 
corporate body, about the middle of the fourteenth century; and in 
the earlieſt records of the corporation it appears, that the vacancies 
were filled up at the common aſſemblies: but many inconveniences 
ariſing from this practice, the Commonalty agreed to leave the ap- 
pointments to the Mayor and Jurats. This forbearance of the Commons 
appears to have been purchaſed, at the expence of the perſon preſented 
to the vacancy, who pays a groat to every freeman of Sandwich, that 
attends the ceremony of induction, and thinks proper to demand it. 
The ſame inconveniences, in à leſs degree, attended the nomination, 
when in the hands of the Mayor and Jurats; for remedy of which, 
they agreed among themſelves to ſuffer the Mayor, for the time being, 
to fill up all the vacancies happening in his mayoralty. But theſe regu- 
lations were not uniformly adhered to: the original compact was for- 
gotten on all ſides: oppoſition was made, and each party at times pie-

It does not appear that this Hoſpital was actually incorporated by 
royal patent, and made thereby capable of gifts and grants in ſuc- 
ceſſion, till Henry the eighth confirmed the diſpenſation* of Archbiſhop 


tution$ of the Biſhop of Saliſbury, in 1217, which was adopted by the 


council of Durham, about 1220, under Richard, Biſhop of that ee, 


and made a provincial conſtitution by Edmund, Archbifhop of Canter- 


bury, about the year 1236. The diſpenſation of Archbiſhop Cranmer 


was applied for, and obtained, by the Hoſpital, in purſuance of the act 


of the 25th of Hen. VIII. for exoneration of exactions to the ſee of 
Rome, &c. which enacts, that no perſons thenceforth ſhall apply to the 
Pope for licences, diſpenſations, &c. but only to the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, for the time being; and empowers the Archbiſhop to 
iſſue ſuch inſtruments ; to be confirmed, if required, under the great 
ſeal, and enrolled in the court of chancery. The diſpenſation & autho- 
rizes the maſter, brethren and their ſucceſſors, to hold the Hoſpital, 

with all their preſent poſſeſſions, rights, privileges, and future acqui- 
ſitions, in as free and ample manner, as their predeceſſors had enjoyed 
their eſtates and privileges before; reſerving to the * of Sandwich 


all his right and intereſt in the premiſes.

ſatisſied: and, until ſatisfaction of ſuch arrears and charges, the maſter, 
brothers and ſiſters ſhall have all powers, authorities, profits and advan- 
tages whatſoever, concerning the ſaid bridge, tolls and paſſage, which 
by the act are given to the Mayor, Jurats aud Comwanglty. If the 
tolls ſhould not ſuffice for the payment of the annuity and the neceſſary 
expences of the bridge, the Mayor and Jurats, or any nine of them, 
the Mayor being one, are empowered, by writing under their hands 
and: ſeals to encreaſe; the tolls, till they become ſufficient for theſe pur- 
pPoſes. If any ſurplus ſhall remain, after payment of the annuity to 
the maſter, brothers and ſiſters, and defraying the expence of collect- 
ing the tolls, maintaining the bridge, and diſcharging all other neceſſary 
.  expences of putting the act in execution, and after eſtabliſhing a per- 
petual fund or capital of four hundred pounds, for rebuilding or 
repairing the bridge; then the ſurplus of the tolls ſhall be reſerved, 
and, from time to time, veſted in truſt upon government or other ſecu- 
rities, at the diſcretion of the Mayor and Jurats, till a ſum ſhall be 
raiſed ſufficient to purchaſe lands, to be ſettled on St Bartholomew's 
Hoſpital, in lieu of, and as a full compenſation for, the ſaid annuity

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Till the year 1684, the brethren kept molt of the lands, near the 


homeſtall, in their own hands, and did the hufpbandry bufineſs them- 
ſelves, under the direction of the maſter : but being in general old 


le, and incapable of doing the work in' a proper manner, it was 


Bengt adviſable to hire all the arable and paſture land to a ſingle 


tenant ; and, accordingly, i in September 1684, a leaſe of the farm was 
granted to Edward Hogben, for a term of ſeven years, at the yearly 
rent of 220l. and a fine of $1, the tenant to repair, and pay all ceſſes 


and taxes. To him ſucceeded Mr Richard Harvey, in 1691; who gave 


1681, a year, and a fine of $1. for a term of ſeven years; at the end of 


which he renewed his leafe for nine years, at 1681. per annum for 


the two firſt years, and at 2201, a year for the ſeven laſt ; paying the 
fame fine as before, The next tenant was Mr Burch, who in 1707 
obtained a leaſe for eleven years, at the ſame rent ; but the fine was 


raiſed to 121. After two years he gave up his leaſe, and the farm was 


kired to Mr Foart for nine years, at 220l, a year, and a fine of 14. 
Mr Foart and his reprefentatives occupied the farm till Michaelmas 
1739.; and during a part of the term, he had an abatement of 20l. a 
year, in compenſation for a wall of earth, which he raiſed along the 
haven, at a great expence, to defend the ſalts from inundation, to 


which they were before ſubject, upon extraordinary fpring tides. In 
October 1739, Mr Richard Mocket took the farm, and held it till 


Michaelmas 1747. To him ſuceeeded Mr Henry Sayer, who had a 


leaſe for 14 years, at 220l. a year: at the end of which term, the farm 


was let by public auction to the higheſt bidder Mr Thomas Webb, for 


21 years, from Michaelmas 176 1, at 2721, a year: but he died inſol- 
vent very ſoon, and it was again hired by auction to Mr John Tipper, 
for 21 years, from Michaelmas 1761, at 2411. a year. In all theſe 
caſes, the tenant was bound to pay his rent quarterly ;. to repair the 


buildings and fences, the Hoſpital finding rough timber; to pay all 
_ ceſſes, tithes, ſcots, lots, quitrents and lords rents; to carry 21 ſacks 
of coals, and one cart load of ſand, every year to each brother and 


ſiſter; ;

ſiſter; to farniſh each of them with half a load of bean ſtraw, of 50 
double ſheaves ;. and to bring to the Hoſpital, for their uſe, the tops, 
lops and ſhreddings of the.trees. Upon the death of Mr Tipper, his 
heirs in 1781 ſurrendered the leaſe; and the farm was hired, by auc- 
tion, to Mr William Pilcher, for 21 years from Michaelmas that year, 
at 2871, a year; the Hoſpital taking upon itſelf . An ab- 
ſtract of the leaſe will be given in the appendix.* <> "of 

The lands of the Hoſpital were never ceſſed to the church or poor of 
the pariſhes, in which they lie, while they continued in the occupation 
of the brethren. It had been attempted + ſeveral times; but by the 
interpoſition of the Archbiſhops Cranmer, Whitgift, and Abbot, ſuc- 
ceſſively, the ceſſes were avoided, till the lands were hired to a tenant, 
in 1684; and then they were put upon a footing with other tenanted 
lands, and paid all the common parochial taxes. The brothers and 
ſiſters, however, aware that theſe taxes, though nominally belonging 
to the tenant, are in reality deductions from the landlord's income: 
made one more attempt to evade the payment of them, by ſoliciting 
the interference of Archbiſhop Sancroft : but it does not appear, that 
the Archbiſhop took any ſteps in their favor; ; and if he did, it cer- 
tainly was without effect. This charity is not ſubject to the land tax, 
and the tenant covenants to pay all other ceſſes and taxes whatſoever ; ; 
ſo that the rent is paid without any deduction. 

The revenue of the Hoſpital conſiſts of the bridge money, > rent 
of the farm, the rents of ſeyeral houſes and parcels of ground in Sand- 
wich, and ſome quitrents. The, annual payments are quitrents to dif- 
ferent manors, the corporation of Sandwich, and St John's hoſpital;

Mayor and Commonalty, who regulate the affairs of the Hoſpital 
in the following manner. Every year, on the feaſt of St Bartholomew, 
they viſit the Hoſpital, in ſolemn proceſſion ;. the laity of Sandwich 
leading the way; ſome with-inſtruments of muſic ; others, to the 
number of ſeven ſcore or more, bearing wax lights, provided for the 
occaſion by the corporation: which lights are to be left in the chapel 
of the Hoſpital, as an offering, for the uſe of the ſame throughout tlie 
year. After theſe follow the clergy of Sandwich, in their proper habits, 
chanting hymns and carrying tapers. - The Rector of St Petet's, or 
ſome other clergyman appointed by the Mayor, celebrates high maſs 
with ſolemnity and decorum. Some of the better ſort of the Common- 
alty, as Sir Nicholas Sandwich and others, provide their own tapers 
and offer them there.

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When the Mayor and Jurats think proper, the maſter of the Hoſ- 
pital is to render an account before them, either in writing or by 
tallies, of every thing belonging to the Hoſpital committed to his 
care, from time to time, by them : namely, of corn, cattle, rents, 
fines on admiſſion of brothers and ſiſters, and other iſſues of the Hoſ- 
pital: and likewiſe of what ſums he has expended in the ſervice of the 
Hoſpital, and in what manner. Upon his refuſal to account, if he be * 
a brother, he ſhall loſe all the advantages of his fituation, till he ac« Ml 
knowledges his fault, and produces his account. But if he be one ap- - 
pointed by the Mayor from the Commonalty, and will not account, wm 
he is to be removed from his office, and diſtrained of his goods, 1 
wvhereſoever they be found. When the accounts ate paſſed, and it is 9 

known from thence what is the number of cattle, the quantity of 1

Every day there is prepared, in the kitchen, for common I a

perſon may put-his or her meat into the common pot ;- and the cook 
ſhall return it, when ſufficiently boiled, with a baſon of porridge. But 
no one ſhall be permitted to make uſe of a ſeparate pot, on the com. 
mon fire, becauſe the Hoſpital is not bound to provide a fire but rand 
the common boiler. 
Every Sunday, after dinner, ths brothers in ſiſters aſſemble toge- 
ther in the hall, and receive from the maſter a penny apiece ; of which -

and vegetables, as well within the walls of the Hoſpital as in the ad- 
joining fields; in - and working in harveſt; in thraſhing; in 
ſuits of courts, and the like. If any one refuſes to do his beſt in theſe 


matters, his allowance from the Hoſpital is to be ſtopped, till he repairs: 
his fault to the ſatisfaction of the Mayor and Jurats. This mode of 

puniſhment ſhould: be always adopted, when the people in the Hoſ- 

pital miſbehave themſelves,; and in order to examine into their con- 


duct, the Mayor, with the Jurats, viſits the Hoſpital. four times in the 


year, when he puniſhes thoſe who are faulty.

They are choſen, inſtituted and ſworn by the Mayor and Jurats; who 
inſpect the veſtments, books, veſſels, and every thing elſe belonging 
to the chapel, and deliver the whole, with an inventory, to the 
Capellan for the time being; who is to take « care of, and be accountable 
for, the ſame. The other two prieſts are likewiſe to be attentive to the 
preſervation of the church furniture. The Capellan confeſſes the bro- 
thers, ſiſters, and ſervants of the Hoſpital, and adminiſters the ſacra- 
ments; for which he receives all the offerings made v7 the ſaid bro- 
thers and ſiſters.

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15 1435 the Mayor arid Jurats promiſe the-next vacancy to a 9 in \ conflicration 


of a round ſum of money, to be paid for the uſe of the Hoſpital, in their great neceſ- 


fity ; pro quadam ſumma pecunie notabili, ad uſum, tefugium et ſuſtentacionem domus, 


in ſua magna neceſſitate et inedia, perſolvenda, The ſame year, a decree was made that 
no Mayor of the town, in future, do give or ſell to any one any corrody in the Hoſpital, 
except ſuch corrodies as do fall in the time of his mayoralty ; ; under penalty of loſing his 


ſalary of twenty marks. In 1480, it was decreed, at a common aſſembly, that there be in 


the Hoſpital two corrodies for prieſts ; eight brethren and five ſiſtern: and that all joint 
corrodies for huſband and wife be void. About the ſame time, a perſon was admitted into 


the Hoſpital by letters patent from the King, upon paying ten marks: and, in 1483, one 


of the corrodies was granted, at a common aſſembly, towards the conduit in Sandwich. 
In 1538, it was decreed at a common aſſembly, that the corrodies and rooms be given, 


according to the foundation, at common aſſemblies, to decayed inhabitants only ; and

The peeviſh complaints of Mary Wheeler, and Francis Hook, at 
pages 71, 72, 73, 74, 75 and 76, ſcarcely merit notice, further than to 
obſerve how difficult it muſt be, at this time, to aſcertain preciſely the 


ſituation of all the pieces of land deſcribed in the evidences, or to ſay 
what is become of ſome of them, that ſeem to have belonged for- 


merly to the Hoſpital. Such as are miſſing were mot likely fold with 


a rent reſerved, or exchanged for others, though the evidences of the 
tranſactions may now be loſt.

| Of ST Joux's Hoſpital. 


T. mayor and jurats have the government of a certain hoſpital | 
1 called St John's Houle, in which are brothers and ſiſters and 
other poor and infirm perſons receiving alms. The daily allowance of 
every brother and ſiſter is a meſs of porridge, a farthing-loaf, and a 
farthing for beer if the income will admit of it. And there is allotted 
to each of them a room in the ſaid Houſe, which is kept in repair at 
the common coſt, The brothers and ſiſters can have no ſtated allow- 
ance beyond what is here ſet down; and when the buildings need repair, 
they muſt loſe the beer-money, as their 1 income will not ſuffice for 


both.

The brothers and fiſters Gora receive benefactions in legacies, 
and in preſents from mariners at their return from ſea, which are di- 
vided among them; unleſs the benefactions conſiſt of beds, hangings, 


ſheets, or other clothes, which are reſerved for the uſe of the Day! re- | 
ceived into the houſe. 


Some of the brothers attend the churches in Sandwich every ſunday, 5 
with a pewter diſh, ſoliciting money to buy meat for dinner on that day. 

In the herring- ſeaſon and at other times they ſend one of the brothers 
in a boat to beg from the veſſels in the haven fiſh freſh and ſalt, which is 
divided among them for men uſe, or boiled for the common table,

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HE Hufe of st Themas in Sandhiäch, was founded k in honor of 
T St Thomas the martyr, about the year 1392, by Thomas Ellis, 
a draper in that town ; who enfeoffed a meſſuage and a hundred and 
thirty two acres of land in Woodneſborough to Thomas Rollyn; g. clerk, 
William Swan, clerk, John Godard and Richard Benge; and theſe | 

rſons were licenſed to aſſign the ſame to twelve poor perſons in the 
_ Hoſpital, for their maintenance, by letters patent * of Richard the ſe- 
cond, dated the 27th of june, in the ſixteenth year of his reign : which li- 
cenſe of mortmain remains among the evidences of the Hoſpital i in good 
_ preſervation, with its green ſeal appendant and perfect. An addition + 

was afterwards made to this endowment by Henry Greenſhield of 
Sandwich; ſo that the whole eſtate in Woodneſborow, under the title | 
of Denn Court, conſiſts now of 154 acres 1 rood 17 perches. It ap- 
pears from the licenſe of mortmain, that the lands given by Thomas 
Ellis were holden of Ann, the queen conſort, as of the honor of Ledes, 
by the ſervice of a quarter part of a knight's fee; and it is for theſe 
lands that a quitrent of one ſhilling and ſixpence is paid to the manor 
of Queen court in Oſpringe. A quitrent is likewiſe paid to the manor 
of Hamwold, probably for the lands given by Henry Greenſhield, who 
was lord of that manor. 

The building, in which the fraternity reſides, is in a retired ſituation 
between New ſtreet and the Corn market. A paſſage through the mid- 
dle of the houſe divides it into two parts. On the ſouth ſide is the hall, 
open to the roof; beyond which are the women's apartments, two 
above ſtairs and two below. The men 8 rooms are on the north ſide, 
four above and four below. 1

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The commiſſioners under the ſtatute of 37th H. VIII. returneq » 
this Hoſpital, by the name of Elys Hoſpital, to be of the clear yearly 
value of 121. os. 41d. clear of all repriſes : : and archbiſhop Parker, in 
the year 1562, certified + it to the privy council, by the ſame name, to 
be of the yearly value of 121. to conſiſt of twelve brothers and four 
ſiſters, and to be in the patronage of the mayor and jurats. Certainly 
the mayor and jurats were never governours of this Hoſpital, un. 
leſs by uſurpation, or by a renewal of the feoffment to them as private 
perſons. Whatever concern they might have in the management of 
this charity before the inquiſition # taken at Deal in 1636, it is clear 
they have had nothing to do with it, as mayor and jurats, ſince. The 
feoffees are generally of the town and adjoining country, who, when 
reduced to three in number, are to create a freſh truſt, and enlarge the 
number to nine, in conformity to certain rules eſtabliſhed by John 
Michel eſquire and the reſt of the feoffees in 1725; by which regula- 
tions $ the Hoſpital has been ever ſince governed. When vacancies 
happen they are ſupplied by the feoffees in rotation. The qualifica- 
tion for admiſſion is ſet forth in the appendix, * and poſſeſſion is 
given with the ſame ceremony as at the other Hoſpitals,

His 
wife's name was Margaret ; and he had a ſon, Thomas ; and a 


daughter, Conſtance d, who was married to John Septvans, eſquire, ſon 


of ſir William Septvans, knight, by Ann daughter and heir of fir Ni- 
cholas Sandwich, knight : which Conſtance, upon the death of her 


hufband, became the wife of John Notbeame ; by whom ſhe had 


Bennet, married to Thomas Aldey of Chequer in Aſh ; whoſe daugh- 
ter Margaret was married to John Monins, clues. lieutenant of 
= Caſtle. In a manuſcript, in my poſſeſſion, Thomas Elys is 
ſaid to have been a worſhipful merchant, and to have been buried, 
with his wife, in the north ile of St Peter's church. He repreferited 
Sandwich in the 43d parliament of Edw. III. and the 1ſt of Rich. II. 
and was mayor there in 1370 and 1382 **, His name occurs among 
the witneſſes to a number of deeds between the years 1356 and 1389.

1 compleat map of their eſtate is given, for the uſe and benefit 
of St Thomas's Hoſpital in Sandwich, by John Michel of Rich- 
mond in the county of Surry, eſquire, who has been elected and re- 
turned to five ſeveral parliaments by that corporation, for about twenty 
years almoſt ſucceſſively : who upon the death of John Thurbarne, 
eſquire, ſergeant at law, took upon himſelf the care of the money be- 
longing to the Hoſpital ; which being ſubſcribed into the South Sea 
company, with the conſent and approbation of fir Streynſham Maſter 
and the other truſtees, in that fatal year of public calamity 1720 came 
out again, with a deficiency of near half the principal amounting to 
about 200l. which loſs he voluntarily ſuſtained, and, by his charitable 


benevolence, made good again to the brothers and ſiſters. He alſo uſed 


his utmoſt care and diligence, together with the other truſtees, in renew- 


ing and ſettling the preſent truſt of the lands, created in the year 1725; 
and in compoſing orders and rules for the good government of the 


Hoſpital, and for the well diſpoſing of the revenues thereof; and alſo 


provided a large paper book for the receiver, wherein, it is his earneſt 


defire, that from henceforward all proper entries and accounts may be 


carefully ſet down, in a regular method, to all ſucceeding times,

This monaſtery was ſuppreſſed by Henry the. VIlith,who granted it 


in the 32d year of his reign, to Thomas Ardern oi Faverſham gent, 
under the title of the ſite of the priory of White Friars near Sandwich 
in Kent, with the church, bells and meſſuages belonging to the ſame in 
Sandwich, to be holden of the king in chief, by knights ſervice, It then 
yielded to the crown an annual rent of 21; 148. 7d. +I meet with no 


account of the ſubſequent poſſeſſors of this eſtate, till the year 1614, 


when it was conveyed by George, Samuel and John Criſp to Nicholas 
Richardſon ; who, the ſame year, ſettled it on his daughter Elizabeth, 
upon her marriage with Edmund Parbo.

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The principal eſtabliſhment of this kind'in $andwileh ! was s the chan 
| try of St Thomas the martyr, founded by Thomas Elys, i in St Peter's 
church. This wealthy merchant enfeoffed to Thomas Rollyng vicar of 
St Mary's, William Swan clerk, John Godard and Richard Benge tw6 
meſſuages, and two hundred and ſixteen acres of land, and rent to the 
amount of four pounds, in the pariſhes of Eaſtry, Wodeneſbergh, 
Worthe, Henxhell and Wyneleſbergh, for the endowment of this chan- 
try; and in 1392, upon payment of ſixty pounds by the feoffees, the 
king granted to them a licenſe of mortmain to aſſign the ſaid eſtates to 
three capellans, to pray every day in St Peter's church for the ſouls of 
Thomas Elys, his parents, anceſtors and denefactors; and of all the 
faithful departed this life; and for the ſaid capellans to receive and 
hold the premiſſes to themſelves and their ſucceſſors for ever: and, on 
the 2othiof october in the ſame year, the feoffees, by virtue of the power 
granted to them by the above licenſe, conveyed the eſtates mentioned 
therein to three chaplains by name: Who by the clauſes of the inſtru- 
| ment · were to fill up the vacancies within three months after they 
ſhould: happen; and upon their neglect the patronage was to go to the 
mayor and jurats of Sandwich; and, if they ſhould fail to appoint 
within a month, then tlie a bbot of St Auguſtin; and, on his failure for 
another month, the archdeacon of Canterbury was to ſupply the va- 
cancies. The capellans were to have a houſe for their reſidence; they 
were to keep the eſtates in repair; they were to hold no other benefice 
beyond ſix moi hs after being inducted into the chantry, nor exereiſe 
any office by which their duty in the chantry might be interrupted ; 
they were to be qualified for the office and ſober men, not quarrel- 
ſome or malicious, nor diſſolute in their manners; they were under 
the juriſdiction of Canterbury: and were bound to reſidence in their 
chantries, in the ſame manner as perpetual vicars were obliged 
to reſide upon their cures; but were not ebenen *.

In caſe; of nonreſidence, after notice given; | 
they were made liable to be removed from their chantries, like rectors 
within the province of Canterbury in ſimilar caſes from their lvings, 
On ſundays and feſtivals they were to, attend divine ſervice during the 
chants and ſinging of the pſalms ; and they were to ſay their own maſ- 
ſes at ſeaſonable times, ſo as not to interfere with the duty of the mini- 
ſter in the pariſh, church: and theſe maſſes were to be celebrated every 
day for the ſouls of Thomas Elys and Margaret his wife; Thomas, 
Cicely, John, Mabel, Richard, Fitzbernard, Richard, Beatrice, John, 
Joan, Margaret, William, Conſtance, Thomas, Iſabel, John, Joan, 
Helen, William, Amy, Guſtach, Joan, John, their ſons and daughters; 
of John Godard and Joan and Cicely his wives, and his anceſtors; and 
of the capellans of the chantry; and of all the faithful departed this 
life. They were to have a new ſuit of veſtments every other year at 
leaſt; and they were to find five wax tapers of five pounds weight for 
the altar of the bleſſed virgin Mary in St Peter's church, to be lighted 
only during the chant called Salve regina, and to be renewed every year 
againſt the feaſt of the purification.

About the year binde his enen minds fix ſhillings 404 ne 
pence to the wardens of the brotherhood of the church of St Clement, 
for the maintenance of the proceſſion when the figure of the George is Is 
yearly born about the town, to be paid yearly by the treaſurers, + 

In a will dated T519; mention is made of St George's chancel in that 
church and a piece of land without the walls by Newgate, called St 


George's lees, was given to the pariſh of St Clement for the maintenance 
of a lamp to burn for ever before the image of St George in St Cle- 
ment's church. It is probable therefore that St George was the adopted 


patron of this fraternity, and that the twenty ſtalls in the chancel of 


this church were made for the accommodation of its members. 
There was a brotherhood t of St Catharine in the chapel of St Jacob 


in St Mary's pariſh; to which belonged an encloſed garden in Dregge- 


renlane $ near St Jacob's churchyard, given in free alms for its im- 


provement and ſupport by the will of John Wynchelſe of Sandwich; 


which garden was conveyed by the wardens of the fraternity, in 1416, 

to Walter Daniel in perpetuity at a reſerved yearly rent of 28. 8d. The 
brethren likewiſe received a perpetual annual rent of 48. out of another 
meſſuage in St Mary's, and 48. more out of another encloſed garden in 
Dreggerlane.

of Bredlington, the holy Croſs and St Peter, and the holy Trinity,* 
It appears from a deed, that there was a chapel or hermitage called 
the chapel of Gaſcoign lane: and there was another hermitage at the 
fouth-weſt corner of St Jacob's churchyard, the patronage of which 
was in the corporation. / On this piece of ground are now two te- 
nements with gardens, ſituate on the left hand fide of the narrow paſ- 
ſage leading out of the churchyard into Paradiſe- row.  T his. eſtate 
was ſold by a decree of common aſſembly, ! in AY 1776, to William 
Legget for ſixty pounds, 
Walter le Drapere of Sandwich, in 1 3 11, gave to God and the church 
of St Mary a yearly rent of ſix ſhillings and eight pence out of a meſſuage 
on the weſt ſide of Veldhalſtrete, for the maintenance of a lamp, to be 
burning early and late before the image of the holy croſs in St Mary's 
church. Which grant was in 1445 confirmed by Gilbert Jackmyn.$ 
Robert Philipp, chaundeler, and John Reede, barbour, of Sandwich, 
in 1427, confirmed to the wardens of St Mary s an annual rent of four

Richard Boyle, the great earl of Cork, entered into the ſervice of 
| ſir Roger Manwood when he was chief baron of the exchequer; and 
it is not improbable that fi Roger was inſtrumental to his wonderfel 
proſperity . 
dir Peter F eldeſt ſon af fir Roger, inkiciced the 88 
part of his fathers large eſtate. He was ſherif of Kent in the 44th of 
Elizabeth, and was made a knight of the bath by James the firſt at his 
coronation, in 1603. He was choſen a member for Sandwich in the 
years 1588, 1593 and 1597. He married Frances daughter of ſir 
George Hart of Lullingſtone in Kent, who ſurvived her huſband, and 
died 1638. Sir Peter died in 1625, leaving a numerous iſſue. He was 
eminently learned and a patron of literary men. He is mentioned 
with great reſpect by Camden, and he was a living member of the 
ſociety of antiquaries in 1617, when they applied for a charter 1. He 
and his lady were both liberal benefactors to the pariſh of Hacking- 
ton F. In 167 5, he made an u en of the leaſes of certain lands,

Which Roger mar- 
ried Mary, ' ſecond daughter of Thomas lord Darcy afterward ear! 
Rivers; and fir Peter, on the 2d of may 1615, made a ſettlement of 
ſundry eſtates to come to their uſe after his deceaſe. Sir John Man- 
wood, the ſecond ſon of ſir Peter, was one of the gentlemen to his 
majeſty's privy chamber, lieutenant governour of Dover caſtle in 1639, 
and a member for Sandwich in 1640. He married firſt Levina daugh- 
ter of ſir John Ogle knight, a colonel, and governour of Utrecht; and 
afterwards Cornelia Meſniam of Dort in Holland. About 1637, he 
ſold the eſtate at st Stephens to colonel ſir Thomas Colepeper, and 
ſeems to have reſided a good deal in Holland after his ſecond marriage 
and the ſale of the eſtate. He died in 1653, and was buried at st Ste- 
phen's. Thomas, another ſon of ſir Peter, died abroad about 1613. 
This gentleman was celebrated by William Brown the poet, under the 
name of Philarete, in his Shepherd's pipe publiſhed 1614. Sir Peter 
had four daughters, of whom Elizabeth was married to ſir Thomas 
Walſingham. Dorothy became the wife of fir William Barnes of 
Woolwich, Bowes and Frances died unmarried, the latter at Antwerp.

HERE are three pariſhes i in Sandwich, nies after the ſaints to 
which their churches are reſpectively dedicated, st Clement the 
martyr *, st Peter the apoſtle, and st Mary the virgin. ; 
St Clement's is a vicarage, in the patronage of 'the archdeacons of 
Canterbury. It does not appear when it was firſt conſtituted a vicar- 
age, but in the year 1384 it was valued at cvjs. viijd. among the ſpiri- 
tualities and temporalities of the archbiſhop of Canterbury as belong- 

ing to the archdeaconry, and the living was not then appropriated to 
the religious . It ſeems, from a copy of an inſtrument in my hands 
which will be recited in the appendix t, that the principal ſupport of 
the vicar in early times aroſe from the tithe of fiſh brought into the 
haven, and from the reſort of fiſhermen and ſailors to the town; but 

this reſource diminiſhing in value by the gradual decay of the haven, 

it was thought neceſſary by archbiſhop Parker and archdeacon Gheaſt, 

in 1570, to augment the vicarage with the tithes of hay and corn, re- 
ſerving to the archdeacon, as rector, a yearly penſion of forty ſhillings.

ſonal tithes, and it appears from archbifthop Parker's ordination that 
this was the caſe. The firſt augmentation might be made with the 


great tithes as the tithes of leaſt value to the rector, owing to the high 


cultivation of the public garden grounds in this pariſh at that time by 
the Dutch refugees.

encloſed chapel or oratory at the upper end of the ſouth ile, between 
which and the ſmall houſe appointed for the reſidence of the three 
chaplains belonging to Thomas Elis's chantry was a door of commu. 
nication, which, as well as the arcade, is ſtill viſible, but they are both 
now ſhut up with maſonry. This probably was the place in which 
the chaplains of Thomas Elis's chantry performed divine offices under 
the direction of his endowment, and was the peculiar chapel of 
his chantry. 

The ſouth wall of the nave at the weſt end appears not to have ſuf- 
fered much from the fall of the ſteeple. The outlines of the three 
arches and their pillars are all viſible on the outſide of the wall; and 
the openings above, each conſiſting of a munnion and two arches, 
are now glazed and ſerve for windows. Similar openings appear in 
the wall ſeparating the nave from the north ile.

Mr Robert Webber and mr Thomas Hansen were officiating mi- 
niſters in Sandwich during the troubles of the laſt century; but 1 have 
not learnt to what particular livingsthey were inſtituted here. The 
revenues indeed of the livings ſeem to have been appropriated at that 
time in a general way to the uſe of the miniſters, by the mayor, jurats 
and commonalty. See their vote of aſſembly quoted at page 249, 
note +. Mr Webber was one of the commiſſioners in Kent for eject- 
ing ſcandalous miniſters, and five others werè joined with him, who 
were all ſufferers afterwards for nonconformity. He was a fellow of 
Wadham coll.

A any ſchool has been ſupported in Sandwich a great number of 
years by caſual contributions and regular ſubſcriptions. A ſubſcription 
was begun 14 dec. 1711, and the ſchool ſeems to have commenced 
immediately after chriſtmas. The preſent eſtabliſhment is 3o boys and 
30 girls under a maſter and miſtreſs, who have an annual ſtipend of 
201. a piece, and an allowance of twenty ſhillings a year each for 
taking care of the childrens clothes. Boys are admiſſible at eight, 
girls at ſeven, not to continue more than four years, or beyond the 
age of fourteen : during which time they are taught to read, write and 
cypher; and the girls are employed beſides in knitting and plain 
work. Nine truſtees are appointed every year, three for each pariſh, 
who, with the mayor for the time being, examine the children every 
quarter as to their progreſs in learning, and direct all the affairs of the 
ſchool. There is a treaſurer too, wis receives and difburſes the money, 
and paſſes his accounts before the ſubſcribers once a year. The at- 
tention paid to the ſchool by the managers; and the viſible good effects 
of the plan have brought the inſtitution to no ſmall degree of reputa- 
tion and proſperity, and it has lately become more reſpectable by a 
bequeſt of 100l. from mr Sprat of fort st George in the Eaſt Indies; 
the intereſt of which by direction of his will is to be laid out for the 
ſcholars at the diſcretion of the truſtees of the ſchool : which legacy 
has been inveſted in the 3 per cent. conſolidated bank annuities in the 
names. of the rev. John Conant, capt,. Peter Rainier and Daniel 
Rainier eſq. and yields a dividend of 41. 8s. upon a principal of 
1461 158. 8d. The ſubſcriptions of late years have amounted to about 
60l. the collections at the ſermons amount to about 71. which ſums 
added to the dividend have been ſufficient to clothe as well as inſtruct 
the children. The ſubſcribers preſent to che vacancies in rotation, and 
dhe children when they leave the ſchool, and have behaved well, are 
permitted to take with them their books and clothes.

EM, that, upon the 24 day of december 1683, this foljowing order from the king' 8 
moſt excellent majeſty was reade, in the pariſn church of s. Clement s in Sandwich, 


55 mi Alexander Mills miniſter of the ſaid pariſh, 


To the mayor and jurats of our towne and port of Sandwich, 


Whereas wee are informed, that of late yeares there hath beene ſeverall aſſemblys he'd 
in the pariſh church of st Clement's, in that our'town and port of Sandwich, for the elect- 
ing of the mayor there, and that during ſuch afſembly there have beene ſeverall horrid in- 


conveniences committed in the chancel of the ſaid church, and even upon and about the 


communion table it ſelfe, the very mention whereof as it hath juſtly moved our indyg- 
nation, ſoe wee doubt not but it is matter of griefe and ſcandall to all ſincere chriſtians : 
Our will and pleaſure therefore is, and wee doe hereby ſtrictly command and require you 
the mayor and jurats of our ſaid towne and port, that for the time to come none doe pre- 
ſume to appoint the holding of ſuch elections in the ſaid church, or to aſſemble there upon 
that occaſion, or any other then the publique worſhip of God, except it bee upon ſuch 
pariſh meetings as have beene uſually held there for the releife of the poore or other ſer- 
vices of the church, and that even thoſe meetings bee there held with all decency or due 


reverence to the place. But that all meetings for elections and other ſecular occaſions be 


from hence forward held at the towne hall of that place. And this you are to take care 
of upon paine of our high diſpleaſure, and of being proceeded againſt according to the 
utmoſt ſeverity of law. Wee doe likewiſe order this our letter to be publickly reade and 
entered among the records of that our towne and port, Given at our court at Whitehall 
the 234 of november 1683, in the five and thirtieth yeare of our reigne, R his majeſty's 
command, C. Jenkins. 

This being a true copy of the king's letter under his ſign e to the mayor and 
Jurats of Sandwich, I doe require that it be publickly read by the minilter of st Clement's 
church in Sandwich on ſunday next after the receipt hereof,

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25 march 1617. * is agreed, between Edward Peke eſq. mayor, the churchwardens 

N and overſeers, and inhabitants of s Clement's, and the elders of the 
Dutch congregation inhabiting in Sandwich, that the ſaid Dutch congregatiom ſhall have 
the uſe of the ſaid pariſh church of st Clement in ſuch manner as heretofore they have 
had; and the ſaid congregation in reſpect thereof ſhall pay one third part of all charges, 
which have been laid out by the ſaid churchwardens, or ſhall be laid out by them or 
other churchwardens, for and towards the repairing and. maintaining the ſaid pariſh church, 
"churchyard, ſteeple, or bells, or any other thing thereunto belonging; and that, for the 
payment thereof, theſe of the Dutch congregation dwelling in the ſaid pariſh, and the 
houſes wherein they dwell, ſhall be free from every other ſeſs, which: ſhall be made for 
maintaining or repairing of the ſaid. church, churchyard &c. Item it is agreed, that, 
from henceforth paying the third part of the reparations to the church, the forty ſhillings 
per annum paid heretofore ſhall ceaſe, Veſtry book. of & Clement's. :

On the monday next after the feaſt of st Andrew the apoſtle, the common horn is 
ſounded, about one o'clock, by the ſergeant, at the fourteen uſual places, who makes a 
proclamation to this purpoſe; Every man, of twelve years or more, goto ſaint Clement 8 
church, there our commonalty hath need; haſte, haſte, When the mayor of the pre-

If any inhabitant or ſtranger mall © commit ol; ds the like, within the li- 


berty, and ſhall flee for the ſame, the mayor and jurats may demand him from any lord-

England about ſome buſineſs, and were to return again when the buſineſs was over; 


and the king afterwards, by advice of his council, for certain reaſons, being inclined to re- 


move the priſoners to his own priſon in the tower of London, there to be confined till he 
might conſider further of the matter, ſent his writ to the bailiffs of the archbiſhop of Can- 
terbury at Romney within. the liberty of the cinque ports, commanding them to deliver 
the . Pries, with. the warrants. and Ee John Dale his ſergeant at arms,

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that they might be brought to the tower of London, and delivered to the cuſtody of the 
keeper of the tower till further orders of the king: after that however, by means of ſir 
Bartholomew de Burgherſh, then warden of the cinque ports; it was ordered by the king 
in council, that all the priſoners ſhould be delivered up to the ſaid warden or his lieute- 


nant, to be puniſhed according to the law and cuſtom: of the cinque ports, whenever the 
ſaid keeper, of the tower of London ſhould have warning from the warden of the ports

by command of the king brought back to Romney, where they had final judgment.

1696, in her 
63² year. In june 1689 ſhe was ceſſed to the poll tax with one child, her man ſervant 
John Branch, and two maids. They had two ſons, e 228 a and three daugh- 


ters Mary, Elizabeth and Anne. 


Henry was born 31 may 1658, and was dane an apprentice to bis 1 Gosfright of 
London, an hoſier in cheapſide; but that being too confined a ſtation for his enterprizing 
genius, he became a general merchant“, and by his induſtry and abilities, and a favorable 
concurrence of circumſtances, he roſe to eminence, wealth and honors..

The choice of porters. 


Four porters are ſworn every year, after this manner. I will well and truly ſerve thoſe 
who employ me, whether neighbours or ſtrangers, in conveying their wines into cellars 
or other places; and I will not require more for my labor than the price ſettled by the 
mayor and commonalty ; and I will ſerve the people of Sandwich, when any buſineſs is 
to be done, in preference to others : I will not do any work on feſtival days, when I can 
with propriety avoid it: ſo help me &tc. The porters, when choſen, are to give ſecurity 
to the mayor and jurats for the caſks and veſſels put into their hands; becauſe, if the 


veſſels ſhould be injured by their careleſſneſs, they are 9 to make good the loſs to the 
merchants.

The common ſergeant i is to have of every houſekeeper in the town that makes a Ho one 
penny a year, half yearly at midſummer and chriſtmas : and, in autumn, he collects from 
the neighbours, and better ſort of people in the town, corn and ſuch like, not of right, 
but as a benevolence. Likewiſe ſtrangers as well as townſmen, who bring into the haven 
fiſh, billets, turfs, corn, herrings, and a few other articles, uſually make him. preſents. of 
the ſame: and the commonalty make him an allowance, for his trouble in collecting the 


ceſſes, to the amount of ſixpence, chore or leſs, at: their pleaſure.

The mayor and barons of Sandwich have a charter, given them by king Edward the 


third, which exempts them from the juriſdiction of the marſhal and clerk of the market, 


and of which the following is a copy. 
Edward, by the grace of God, &c. Whereas, the . the marſhal, and the clerk 


of the market of our houſehold, and others of our officers and attendants, as we have been 
informed, did, before our arrival at Sandwich, and likewiſe, during our long continuance 
there waiting for a fair wind and 2 ready paſſage to Bretagne, enter the ſaid town; and 
the ſaid ſteward and marſhal did there hold their pleas, and iſſue ſeveral attachments and 
executions; and the faid clerk of the market and others our ſervants aforeſaid did exerciſe 


their offices there, and were guilty of ſundry oppreflions and grievancies, in violation of 


the antient liberties of the ſaid town, to the prejudice and enervation of the ſaid: liberties; 


We, being unwilling to derogate from thoſe liberties, but wiſhing rather to improve the 


fame to the utmoſt of our power, do conſent and grant for ourſelf and our heirs, that the 
coming of the ſaid ſteward, marſhal and clerk of the market, and our other ſervants, to 
the ſaid town, to exerciſe their ſaid offices contrary to the liberties of the town, and all 
the attempts then made by them to oppreſs and trouble the mayor and our barons, and the 


other inhabitants of the ſaid town, ſhall not in future be diſadvantageous or prejudicial to 


the ſaid mayor and barons, their heirs and ſucceſſors, or to the liberties aforeſaid ; but 
that the ſaid mayor and barons, their heirs and ſucceſſors, may, from henceforth, fully 
uſe and enjoy all and ſingular the liberties and privileges exerciſed by themſelves and their 
predeceſſors before the coming of our ſaid ſervants to the ſaid-town, without the let or 


| hindrance of us or our heirs, or our ſervants aforeſaid! or any other perſons whatſoever.

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The mayor 2 two e or r three of the reputable petſons appointed to > füpefiltend the ma- 
nagement of orphans are wont to ſummon before them, by the common wardman, at a 
fixed time, ſuch men or women of the corporation as have orphans committed to their 
care &, in order to give them inſtructions for their conduct, in conformity to a mandate of 
our lord, the king, the tenor of which enſues, And the mayor and his affociates in this 
buſineſs, at their meetings, which are holden commonly every friday i in Ls Peter s church, 


are attended by the townelerk, who records all their proceedings.

ſuch orphans, been diſpoſed of in a proper and legal manner, we, piouſly compaſſionating 
their caſe, and leſt they ſhould, through want of guardians, during their minority, wrong- 
fully incur the loſs of their poſſeſſions or other injury, do, by our counſel, provide, and 
our will is, that the mayor and jurats for the time being, do, in our name and by our 
authority, in ſuch caſe, appoint guardians for ſuch orphans from among the freemen of 
the ſaid port, who have not, not can have, any intereſt in the inheritance or poſſeſſions of 
the ſaid orphans; u pon their giving ſecurity that they will preſerve their meſſuages, tene- 
ments and lands in due order without waſte, fale or injury, being allowed' their reaſonable 
coſts and charges, and that they will reſtore the ſame and the balance of their account to 
the ſaid orphans, when they come of age, in the preſence and by the direction of the 
mayor and jurats. And if it ſhould happen that no guardians can-be found but ſuch as 
have pretenſions to the eſtates by reverſion, then, we will, that the mayor and jurats in 
ſuch caſe, do ordain and cauſe, that the care and cuſtody of the orphans be committed to 
ſuch of them as are in good circumſtances, and worthy of confidence, ſubject however to 
the control of the ſaid mayor and jurats : and we will, that all this be underſtood to relate 
and extend to veſſels and every other movable belonging to thoſe orphans. ' And our will 
is, that neither the mayor or jurats, nor any of them, do have the care'and cuſtody of 
orphans, unleſs ſpecially appointed by the will of the anceſtor, and having no poſſible in- 
tereſt in the inheritance: and, whatever may be the conſequence of the ſecurity, let the 
utmoſt care be always uſed that ſuch ſecurity be taken faithfully in the manner above= 
mentioned. We will alſo, that the mayor and jurats have full power to inſpect all the 
goods of the ſaid orphans every year, and eſpecially once in the year to give ſuch di- 
rections concerning the orphans and their effects as they think may beſt eonduce to their 
ſecurity and advantage. But if the mayor and jurats, contrary to this our proviſion, ſhall, 
through neglect or by any other means, injure the ſaid orphans, or ſuffer them to be i in- 
jured, the warden of our ports for the time being, in default of the mayor and jurats, 
may freely enter che ſaid port, and repair, correct and amend ſuch default and injury, 
according to the form of the proviſion aforeſaid.

If any orphan happen to die under age, all his goods and chattels 8 to the ma- 
nagement and diſpoſal of the mayor and jurats; for with us goods and chattels do not 
deſcend to the heir like tenements, rents and poſſeſſions; ſome portion of them being ſet 
apart for the celebration of maſſes for the ſouls of the late owners, ſome for the uſe of the 
hoſpitals of s Bartholomew and st John, ſome for the lepers upon the wall by the road 
leading to Ech, ſome for mending the highways, and for other works of charity. When the 
great ſickneſs happened i in the mayoralty of William Yve, in which many orphans died, 
their chattels devolved to the mayor, and were afterwards diſtributed by Nicholas Eſpilon 
mayor, with the conſent and by the advice of the jurats, one third to the heirs, and the 
reſt ſor their ſouls. This happened in the 2 year of Edward the third. ( 1351)

The mayor 100 jurats may and: ought to take withernam of the eit zens of Lond and 
the inhabitants of other places, againſt whom: it-ſhall be adjudged, for any thing done con- 
trary to the liberty: and it may and ſhould be taken on many occaſions ; Thus, when any i 
freeman of the town applies to the mayor and jurats for a letter under the ſeal of office of 
mayoralty, or under the common ſeal, requiring the citizens of London, or the burghers 
of Calais, or others on this or the other ſide of the water, to do full juſtice in recovering 
a debt from any of their townſmen due to a freeman of this town, as he alleges, ſuch 
letter is to be ſent; and if no anſwer be returned, or no aſſurances given that ſteps will be 
taken in the buſineſs, a ſecond letter is to be ſent; and if no notice be taken of it, then a 
third, in the name of the corporation, ſealed with the common ſeal. If this has no effect, 
the mayor and jurats, upon the evidence of the meſſenger on oath before them of the de- 
livery of the letter in due form, and of the defect of juſtice in the ſaid city or borough, 
and upon due proof of the legality of the debt, are immediately to award judgment againſt 
the community for the whole debt, and diſtreſs for the ſame. And if any of that com- 
munity upon ſuch adj udication ſhall fly from this town to one of the other cinque ports, 
the mayor and jurats ſhall ſend to ſuch port the record and ptoceſs of the plea and judg- 
ment, agreeably to which a diſtreſs and final execution ſhall be taken there, in the | 
cuſtomary way, in the ſame manner as it would have been at Sandwich.

Feen may * taken before the mayor and jarats thus: when a man and his wife 
have a tenement within the liberty to ſell, of which the woman is enfeoffed and ſeized by 
right of deſcent, by purchaſe or any other means, ſhe is to come before the mayor and 
jurats, who will aſk her, in the abſence of her huſband, if ſhe conſents to the fale or not: 
and the writings ſhould be read and explained to her in Engliſh ; when, if ſhe acknow- 
ledges herſelf to be ſatisfied and that ſhe is under no compulſion, and if ſhe'is of ſound 


mind and freely conſenting to the buſineſs, her acknowledgment ſhall be entered upon the 


rolls or in the book of record, agreeably to the form of levying a fine in the king's court. 
The fee to the corporation on ſuch: an occaſion is fourpence in the pound of ſilver, that 


is, two pence from the buyer and two pence from the ſeller : the'townclerk too ſhould he 
conſidered for his trouble in all caſes where he attends perſonally, When the conuſance is 
taken, neither the woman nor her heirs can on any occaſion make any claim on the tene- 


ment. Such conuſances are taken before the mayor and jurats in & Peter's church, when 
the woman is in health and can appear there in perſon ; but if ſhe be infirm or ill, and can- 


not come thither, it is uſual for the mayor and ſome of the jurats to go to her and exa- 
mine her as above: and ſuch conuſance will be firm and binding for ever. 


When a wife makes a conuſance of this ſort, if there be a covenant that the eſtate ſhall | 
be enfeoffed back again to her and her huſband jointly, to both of. them and their heirs, 
to the huſband for life and to her and her heirs, or in any other manner, it is incumbent 
upon the mayor and jurats to be well informed of ſuch condition, leſt the feoffee by fraud

If a merchant, a foreigner from diſtant parts, happen to die in the port or town of Sand- 
wich, the mayor and Jure take charge of his effects if he has any with him. And if the 
whole or a part of his effects be periſhable, they put them up to fale in thie preſence of the 
maſter of the veſſel and the crew; and ſell them to the higheſt bidder:? at the ſame time 
they ſend notice, to the governor: or magiſtrates of the city or'towri'to whith the deceaſed 
belonged, of his death, and of the effects he had with him, of the ſale, and of the money 

in their hands; requiring them to ſend” back as ſoon as poſſible an account, under theik 
ſeals of office: addreſſed to the ſaid mayor and jutats, of the beirs or next akin of the 
deceaſed, to whom they may give adminiſtration of his oods ; and money, in order that 
they may be diſtributed agrecabiy to the inclination of the deceaſed when he was living, 
and according to the cuſtom of his country.

The public ſtream lie the delf, from the n Boy or well to its mouth, is the pro- 
perty of the corporation; as is likewiſe a ſpace ſixteen feet in breadth, on each ſide 
throughout its whole length, to receive the mud which is thrown out when the delf is 
cleanſed.

The king has there his priſage and a collector of the ſame, who takes from every veſſel, 
large or ſmall, laden with wine and carrying twenty caſks, and coming from Gaſcony or 
other countries that produce wines, whether the veſſel be going abroad or to ſome port in 
England where there is no collector, or means to diſcharge her cargo at Sandwich, one 
caſk which he may ſelect, before the maſt, and another behind the maſt, paying forty 
 thillings for them, that is, twenty ſhillings a- piece: and he either chooſes two caſks for 
" forty ſhillings, or one caſk for nothing; but this is not the regular way. 

But when there are only nineteen caſks, he is to take one caſk at twenty | thillings, and 
the ſame if there be ten; but when there are * nine, no priſage is due. Fae he barons 
of the cinque ports. are free from priſage.

When they are met together with their clerks, the mayor ſhall ſend ſome to one end of 
the town and ſome to the other in the moſt cautious manner, to take a loaf from every 


ſort of bread, as a ſpecimen from whence tò judge of the reſt ; and if the loaf ſo taken is 
deficient in weight, the whole is forfeited. * When all the jurats are met together, they 


proceed to weigh the Joaves e to the Randard and aſſize of bread ſet forth by the 


king, after this manner. 
The meaſure is computed by the rf in ee thus the alle contains eight Yr 


of wheat; eight gallons and eight pounds make a buſhel ; and eight buſhels make a London 
quarter. But the aſſize is regulated according to the price of the loaf, and for the con- 


venience of thoſe who wiſh for ſmall bread the price is ſet at the loweſt denominations 


of money, namely, at a halfpenny and a Ing; and Nkewiſe according to the 2 


of corn of a midling quality.

Ts. this affine a baker in every quarter of wheat may gain as is WY ha hy king's 
bakers, four pence, beſides the bran and two loaves in every baking; likewiſe three half- 
pence. for three ſervants, and a farthing far two boys; far ſalt a halfpenny, for yeaſt a 
halſpenny, for candle a halfpenny, for wood three pence, and for fifting a halfpenny. 

The aſſize of beer. When a quarter of wheat is ſold. for iijs. or xl d. and barley for 
xxiid, or two ſhillings, and oats for xvid. then the brewers in cities ought and may well 
afford 40 ſell two gallons of beer for a penny, and in towns three gallons for a penny; 
and at the price three gallons are ſold in towns, out of town they ought and may ſell four. 
And this affize is holden throughout the kingdom by ordinance of king Henry the third. 

This taking and weighing of bread ſhould be at leaſt three times a year; and the baker 

that is convicted at the firſt weighing ſhall loſe the whale quantity baked, and be fined 
| one and twenty pence. Due allowance however is to be made for the time the bread has 
been baked, and the like. If the ſame baker ſhall be found guilty a ſecond time in the 
ſame year, he ſhall be amerced again at one and twenty pence, and ſhall lofe the whole 

baking as before: but if he be convicted a third time, he ſhall loſe his bread and pay the 
fine as before, and moreover the common wardman ſhall go to his houſe and cauſe his oven 
to be totally deſtroyed ; and the offender in the face of the public and of the commonalty 
ſhall forfwear the exerciſe of his trade for a year and a day. This is the cuſtom within 
our liberty, becauſe none here ever ſuffer the pillory or tumbrel, or other ſuch like puniſh - 
ments as are inflicted in the county. At that time, (in the-reign of Hen. III.) when the 
cuſtom of the town was in the hands of the prior and convent of Chriſt church Canter- 
bury, we had no officer here under the emomination of a mins vue one called a port- 
reve. 

The mayor, out of the bread ſo forfeited, liberally 3 the perſon that weighs the 
bread, who is commonly ſome goldſmith. He uſually ſends ſome likewiſe to the Carme- 
lite friars ; and if the quantity be large, be conſiders the houſe of & John and the hoſpital 
of st Bartholomew. The ſergeants and clerks who collect the fines are recompenſed with 
a part of the bread and of the money.

In the year of our lord 1127, by command . ning nnn and with the aſſent: of 
William archbiſhop of Canterbury, a plea was held at Sandwich concerning the toll and 


cuſtom of Sandwich haven, which with all the dues and cuſtoms on both ſides of 


the river had been given by Cnut king of England to Chriſt church Canterbury, to- 
gether with his golden crown which is yet preſerved there upon the top of the holy 
croſs, Some perſons however, having lately conceived, that on the - oppoſite: fide. of 


the haven called Stonore, belonging to the abbot of st Auguſtin, there was a proper 


place for ſhipping in fine weather, began to erect ſmall , houſes that veſſels might 
ſtop there: whence it happened that the toll and cuſtom of veſſels reſorting thither was 


taken clandeſtinely by the ahbot's people, which ſhould have been collected by the officers 
of Sandwich and Sandwich haven; who, as ſoon as they knew of it croſſed over to Stonore, 


and took from the abbot's men the toll and cuſtom, which under colour of a rightful 


claim, 


* The manuſcript in many parts of this paragraph is evidently incorre&. 
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claim they had collected, and 'extorted with violence from thoſe who refuſed'to pay; 
There was alſo a ſmall boat in the haven for the purpoſe of carrying paſſengers and theie 
goods to and from market, which as well as the haven and the town belonged to Chriſt 
churehʒ nor might any body elſe have a ferry boat chere; but when the abbot's men began 
to have habitations on his land at Stonar, and had begun to ſeize clandeſtinely upon the 
dues belonging to Sandwich, they privately made uſe alſo of the boat to carry over their 
people and goods from Thanet, where the abbot had a great number of men belonging 

to him. Hence many diſputes and conteſts aroſe between them; and while the officers of 

Chriſt church wich due regard to truth conftantly endeavoured. to eſtabliſh the antient 

cuſtom, the othets by cunning, deceit, and preſumptuous fetocity ſtrove to maintain their 

ufurpations. While thus the monks of Chriſt church wiſhed: to keep their rights, and 

the abbot of s. Augultiy to tabe them away, the king heard of the diſpute z and being de- 

ſirous to feconcile both the churches, he iſſued an order that a number of experienced in- 

habi tants of the coaſt ſhouid be ſummoned to appear at Sandwich, where the right of each 

church might be argued before them, and when thoroughly diſcuſſed be confirmed by 

their oaths, and ſo remain firm and unſhaken. When they wete met together, before 

they ' proceeded. io read the king's order, the archbiſhop addreſſed the aſſembly in a brief 

exhot tation worthy of himſelf, urging them by their fidelity and profeſſion of chriſtianity 
do attend to the buſineſs in hand, and to ſpeak the truth without fear or favor, as they 
were likewile enjoined to do by the king's precept upon the faith and oath by which they 
were bound to him. They all paid attention to what he faid, and promiſed to att ac- 
cordingly. Soon afterwards, when it ſeemed to be the general opinion that the iſſues of 
the haven of Sandwich had always belonged to Chriſt church Canterbury, ſome one de- 
| fired to hear what was enjoined in this matter by the king's writ, which was produced: 
Henry, king of England to the archbiſhop. of Canterbury, to the abbot of st Auguſtin, 
and to the ſheriff of Kent, greeting. Cauſe ye, the truth to be made known, by the 

_ eath of twelve lawful witnelies-of Dover and as many of the diſtrict af Sandwich, who 
belong neither to the archbiſhop or to the abbot, on a claim of «cuſtoms in ſuit between 
chem, in order chat it may be determined how they ftood in my father's time and in the 
time of archbiſhop Lanfranc and archbiſhop Anſelm, and that the archbiſhop and the 
ubbot may have the ſame cuſtoms as their predeceſſors had at that time, and ſo each church 
enjoy its Tull rights. Witneſſes the biſhop of Lincoln, and Robert of the ſeal, and Geoffry 
de Clyntym, at London. Which being read and explained to the people aſſembled, there 
were choſen, agreeably to the king's mandate, twenty-four king's men and barons ac- 
quainted with the buſineſs, all grave old men and of good reputations When they had 
been named by the aſſembly, they were aſked what they had to ſay on the ſubject, and were 
deſired to ſpeak only what they knew to be fact, and what they would confirm by their 
oathʒ who without the leaſt heſitation conftantly affirmed that the raid haven with its toll 
and maritime cuſtoms belonged to the monks of Chriſt church Cantuubury, and that no 
one had any right in the haven, except themſelves and their officers, from Burgegate to 
go Merkes- 
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Merkesſloet on both fides of the river: to(yhich a great number bore teſtimony, A teſta- 
ment heitig brought, there were ſworn upon it twelve king s men of Dover; Wulfine &c. 
and twelve of the diſtri about Sandwich, including the barons of & Margaret. Nlacſune 
Ke, Thefirſt of whom, | Wylfine fitz Berewy, ſtanding in the'midft of the aſſembly and 
bolding in his hands the teſtament, made this deelaration : I fwear that the tell of Sand- 
wich haven; and all' its maritime cuſtoms on both ſides of the river from Burgegate to 
Merkesfleet, and the ſmall ferry boat, belong only to the arehbiſhop and the monks of 
Chriſt chureh Canterbury, and that no one elſe has any right there except them and their 
offieers, as T have underſtood: from my anceſtors and as I have feen and heard from my 
youth till now. So help me God &e. Which oath was immediately taken by his afſo- 
ciates. Fhis plea was held by William“, ſheriff of Kent, in the preſence of Wilfiam t 
arehbiſhop of Canterbury, legate of the holy Roman church and primate of Britain; 
John t biſhop of Rocheſter; Hugh ꝗ abbot of s Auguſtin; Robert de Veer conſtable of 
the king; Ruerent de Aurences, &c. Ral ph chamberlain, &c, Rainoif, the archbiſhop's 
brother, &c. Robert de T and others, without number, as well churchmen as of 
the laity. oY

On the part of our beloved barons of our ſaid ports it is intimated to us with heayy com- 


plaint, that whereas, among other liberties and privileges granted to the ſame barons by 
charter of the lord Edward late king of England our grandfather, which the lord Edward 
afterward king of England our father by his charter confirmed, and which charters we 
have ſeen, it was, granted to the ſame barons that they ſhould be quit of ſhires and hun- 
dreds, ſo that if any will plead againſt them they ſhall not anſwer nor plead otherwiſe 
than they were wont to plead in the time of king Henry the great grandfather of our faid 
grandfather, and that they ſhall not be impleaded in any other place than where they 
ought and where they were wont ; and that they ſhall have their liberties and privileges 
as their anceſtors them at any time better, more fully and more honorably have had in the 
times of Edward the firſt and ſecond, king Henry the great grandfather « of our grandfather | 
aforeſaid, and in the times of king Richard and king John kings of England, by their 
charters; ſo nevertheleſs, that when the ſaid barons ſhall fail in juſtice to be done, the 
warden of the cinque ports for the time being the ports and their liberties in default of the 
ſame may enter to do there full juſtice. And although the anceſtors of the ſaid barons in 
all times before the making of the charters of our ſaid grandfather and father, and the ſaid 
barons from the time of their confirmation, have uſed and enjoyed ſuch liberties, that with 
reſpect to all and ſingular actions which any native or ſtranger is inclined to bring re- 
ſpecting any contracts, agreements or treſpaſſes made or done within any of the ports 


aforeſaid, the mayor and bailiff of that port where ſuch contracts or agreements were made

ought to have cogniſance in the ſame port, and to do full juſtice therein to the com- 
plainants, ſo that the warden of the ſaid ports for the time being may not intrude himſelf 
into ſuch port or elſewhere without the faid port, except when the mayor and bailiff ſhall 
fail in doing juſtice; and then in thoſe complaints full juſtice appertains to the ſaid warden 
to be done in that port and: not elſewhere: nevertheleſs, ye and your officers not having re- 
gard thereto, - the cogniſanee of divers pleas concerning various contracts, agreements and 
treſpaſſes made in the ports aforeſaid, which ought to have been held and terminated in 
the manner before- mentioned by the mayors and bailiffs in thoſe ports and no where elſe, 
except through default of the ſame mayors and bailiffs, at the ſuit of the plaintifs do allure 
to yourſelves, and of late by various proceſſes compel the defendants to anſwer before you 
not only at Shepway and elſewhere within your liberty at your pleaſure, but alſo without 
the ſaid ports: by which means many of the inhabitants of the ports aforeſaid charged 
with ſuch contracts, agreements and treſpaſſes are highly aggrieved and diſquieted, to the 
abaſement of their condition and the manifeſt injury of their liberties and cuſtoms, and 
contrary to the tenor of the charters of our grandfather and father aforeſaid and the cuſtom 
of former times; for which we are humbly entreated to apply a ſuitable remedy. And 
becauſe we are unwilling that thoſe barons ſhould be undeſervedly oppreſſed, we command 
you that, if the matter be ſo, deſiſting henceforth from ſuch allurements, oppreſſions and 
vexations, and cauſing your officers wholly to deſiſt, you permit the mayors and bailiffs of 
the ports aforeſaid to have and hold within their ports pleas of covenant happening within 


their ports, without impediment or allurement made by you, agreeably to the tenor of the 


charter and confirmation aforeſaid,” and as they ought to have cogniſances of this ſort, 
and as the ſaid barons and their anceſtors the aboveſaid liberties, as well before the making

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, OCTOR Michael Hudſon a famous royaliſt; who with John Aſhburnham conducted

the king to the Scots at Southwell, when he eſcaped from Oxford, came to Sand- 
wich, the 6th of june 1646, in his way to take ſhipping at Dover, to wait upon the queen 
in France in order to concert meaſures for the king to get away from the Scots. He 
took upon him the name of his brother in law doctor Francis Croſſe, and had with him 
a paſs procured by dr. Croſſe in his own name for Hudſon's uſe; but meeting with e6lonel 
Petman accidentally at Rocheſter, who knew him, he was diſcovered to the mayor of Sand- 


wich and ſecured. The doctor was impriſoned three quarters of a year in London houſe; 


and, after eſcaping from thence, a year in the tower, whence he got out, after a tireaſd 
deſign to: have taken the tower, with a baſket of apples on his head in a diſguiſe to the 


king at Hampton court. During his confinement in the tower he wrote the Divine Right 


of Government natural and political in two books, printed in 1647, 4to, wherein he ſhews 
himſelf to be a ſcholar, as he had before by his martial feats to be a ſoldier: but eſcaping 
from thence in 1648 he went into Lincolnſhire, where he raiſed a party of horſe for his 
majeſty, and had engaged ſome of the gentry of Norfolk and Suffolk in the like deſign. 
He took poſſeſſion of Woodcroft houſe in the pariſn of Helpeſton about ſeven miles from 
Stanford in Lincolnſhire, where he was attacked by the parliament forces under colonel 
Waite and reduced to the neceflity of ſurrendering after a gallant defence upon terms of ſafe 


quarter. But the colonel baſely broke his faith, and ordered his men to kill Hudſon j who 


upon this fought bis way up to the leads, and when he ſaw they were puſhing, in upon 
bin, . himſelf over the battJancnis and hung by his hands, till ben cut off his wriſts

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RINCE Charles, afterwards Charles II, came into the Downs in auguſt 1648 with a 
' conſiderable fleet, and while he remained there made capture of ſeveral merchant 


ſhips to the value of 200, oooli. The earl of Warwick in the mean time fitted out a ſtrong 
fleet at Portſmouth, with which he came into the Downs and anchored within ſight of the 


prince. Lord Willoughby of Parham a convert from the parliament was on board the 


fleet, and, Whitelock ſays, was very carneſt with the prince to fight the earl, having aſ- 


ſurances that ſeveral of his ſhips would revolt to the prince. It is certain, great endea- 
yours were uſed on both ſides to draw over each others ſeamen without much effect. At 
laſt, Campbell aſſerts, the prince reſolyed to engage and attempted it, but was prevented 


by the ſhifting of the wind. And then provĩſions falling ſhort, it was judged expedient to 
_ fail for the coaſt of Holland. While the prince lay in the Downs, on the 1 5th of auguſt

had made a maſſacre on the inhabitants there, and had ſlain 40 or 50 families; where upon 
news was ſent all the country through, -and the people roſe in armes here and in all the 
adjacent places, as in Thanet, countrey and villages. Now the drums beat in all places 
hereabouts, the people flock'd together with their armes; outeries were made in the ſtreets 
by women, for fear of the Iriſh. Now the militia was up in armes in the corn market till 
night, -and then they were releaſed, and half a company wach'd this night, Now all who 


guns at Canterbury gate were mounted and clear'd and-fired off. 
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This day news came to town, that ſir Edward Hales was taken, whereuppon the militia 
gave 3 joyful ſhouts, as they were in the corn market. The news of this Iriſh maſacre 
cauſed us now to keep a ſtrong watch, and the tattoo was ſent about; the country horſe 
which were in town were preſt from out their waggons by the ſeamen, to draw our car- 
riages to the canons at Canterbury gate. Item, about 6 of the clock this evening, we 
heard from Feverſham, that the king was there taken by a maſter of a ſmack which uſed to 
drudge for oiſters, and that the ſaid maſter kept the king priſoner at his houſe ; and fir 
Edward Hales, which was taken with the king, was kept by him priſoner alſo. | 
On december 13, being thurſday, all was indifferent quiet; the news of the king's being 
chats was confirm'd, the train bands warded, the drums beat a nights to relieve the ward, 


the tattoo beat about q or 10 of the clock at night, and fo it continued till the train bands 


had watch'd and warded once round, which was 3 or 4 days time; after which they 
watch'd and warded again by wards, as they did for 3 or 4 weeks after the prince of 


Orange came over. This day we heard of fir George Jefferies the lord chanceller, he that 
was the weſtern judge, was taken in diſguiſe on board a collier at Wapin; from whence he 


was taken and kept priſoner." As he was caried along, the people cried, hang hi ng 
him; others cried, Oats him, Oats him firſt, ;

In ſearch- 
ing after the ſites of the other four places, we ſhould by analogy expect to find ſome of the 
foregoing circumſtances. combined with them, Othona 'accordingly has been referred to 
Malden, an ancient.

The inſtitution of the e Cinqui Ports by i marina, 1 it was the act of Edward 
the confeſſor, or of William the conqueror, was undoubtedly an imitation of the Roman 
ſyſtem; but the ſcale of the eſtabliſhment was contracted, becauſe, in thoſe later times, 
our enemies from the continent confined their attacks principally to the places on the 
borders of the narrow ſeas. The Cinque Ports are not mentioned collectively in Domeſ- 
day ; Dover, Sandwich and Romney only occurring there, as privileged ports: which 
circumſtance has induced ſome eminent perſons to ſuppoſe, that there was no community 
of the Cinque Ports at that time: but king John, in his charter to the Cinque Ports, ex- 
preſsly ſays, that the barons of the Ports had, at that time, in their poſſeſſion charters of 
moſt of the preceding kings back to Edward the Confeſſor; which he had ſeen. Moreover, 

- Haſtings has always been eſteemed the firſt port in precedency, and it would ſcarcely have 
acquired that preeminence, if it had indeed been among the laſt that were privileged, * 
and Winchelſea were at firſt united with the Ports, as limbs or members of Haſtings;

The privileges of the Ports were ſo advantageous to the inhabitants, that it was TEIN 
for the adjoining places to wiſh for a ſhare in them; and, on the other hand, the ſervices 
which the Ports were bound to perform at the king's ſummons, though extremely honor. 

| able, were ſo expenſive, that the Ports were glad to be eaſed of a part of the burden by 
their opulent neighbours ; who probably purchaſed a participation in the franchiſes by 
the payment of a large fine to the head port. It is obſervable, that almoſt the whole of 
the ſea coaſt, from the north Tide of Thanet to Haſtings, is within the Juriſdiction of the 
Cinque Ports. The limbs are firſt mentioned in the Red Book“ of the exchequer, and 
in the Domeſday * of the N but * do not occur in che charters till * time of 
Edward the fourth.

The ſoil about Sandwich to the eaſtward is a deep ſandy loam, and the land there os 
by the dutch ſettlers wholly appropriated to the growth of eſculent plants, legumens and 
ſeeds, Theſe perhaps were the firſt gardens for the ſupply of public markets in the king- 
dom. Some parts of the ground are applied to the ſame uſe now; but the greater por- 
tion is in tillage for corn. The lands to the ſouth conſiſt of a deep rich ſoil, which is 
highly fertilized by the application of manure from the town, and by the depofit from the 
ſmoke of the coal fires, which very ſoon ſullies the fleeces of theep that are brought into 
paſtures near Sa town.

Dover in the time of king Edward paid 18 pounds, of which ſum bios E. had two parts, 
and earl Godwin the third part of one moiety; and the canons of st Martin had the other. 
The burgeſſes have furniſhed the king with 20 ſhips once a year for 15 days, and in every 
ſhip were 21 men; they have done this, becauſe he has exonerated them from ſac and ſoc. 
When the king's meſſengers have come there, they have given for the paſſage of a horſe 3 
pence in winter and two pence in ſummer. The burgeſſes however were to find a ſteerſ- 
man and one aſſiſtant; and if more was wanted it was furniſhed at the king's expence. 

From the feaſt of st Michael to the feaſt of st Andrew.the king's peace was in the town; 
and if any one broke it, the king's bailiff received ſatisfaction from the community. 

Whoever conſtantly reſided in the town, and paid cuſtom to the king, was quit of toll 
throughout England. All theſe cuſtoms were in uſe there when king William came into 
England. At his firſt coming into. England the town was burned ; and therefore the 
value of it when the biſhop of Baieux received it could not be computed, It is now

The bench at Dover conſiſts of a mayor and twelve jurats. The mayor is chofen by 
the reſident freemen; the jurats are nominated from the common couneilmen by 1. 
jurats, and appointed by the mayor, jurats and common counſel by ballot. The repre- 
ſentatives in parliament are elected by the whole body of freemen reſident and nonreſident. 
Freedom is acquired here as in Sandwich, that is, by birth, marriage, ſervitude, purchaſe, 
and by burgage tenure; but at Dover the franchiſe, if by marriage, ceaſes with the death 
of the wife; or, if by tenure, with the alienation of the freehold. 
The mayor is choſen in the church of st Mary, on the 8th of ſeptember, which is the 
feaſt of the nativity of the virgin Mary. His ſalary is 20l. 
In the reign of H. VI. an agreement was made between the mayor and jurats of Dover 
and the mayor and jurats of Faverſham, that, in conſideration of 408. a year to be paid 
by F averſham, the ſaid mayor and jurats of Faverſham ſhould make a return of a member 
to ſerve in parliament for Doyer once in 3 or 4 years. 
In the records of Dover is frequent mention of farecoſts, crayers, e oY ler- 
lings, which are different names for the paſſage boats.

court than what they now uſe, and have time out of mind uſed,—That the north ſide of 
the town is holden of the archbiſhop by certain rent for all manner of ſervices ; and that 
the reſt of the town in the ſouth part is and always hath been holden of the king, by 
ſervice to find certain ſhips in his voyage royal to the parts beyond the ſea; in 
which part the archbiſhop hath no rent or ſervice. That of old time iſſued from the nar- 
row fea a creek or ſmall ſtream, which had his courſe in and by the ſaid town unto Apul- 
dore; and this ftream had his courſe from the ſaid ſea, in the great and longeſt places to 
the ſaid town, in that part thereof that is holden of the king, and from thence in ſome 


place through that part of the ſaid town which is holden of the ſaid archbiſhop ; and if 


the archbiſhops have had any anchorage or ſoulage, it was in ſuch places of the ſaid creek 
which is now holden of the archbiſhop, and not in that part holden of the king ; and

The bounds of the ſaid towne of Newe Romney dorhe extend rom Ingemerſhe alonge by 
the ſeaſide, above the higheſt floode in winter ſeaſon, into the land warde the caſt of an 
axe or a ſpeare, vnto the beacon of Heethe ; and with the land from a place ſometyme 


Jeſton; 
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ſefton ; and ſoe from thence by an old carryinge way lyeinge at the ſouth parte of a eroſſe 
called st Thomas croiſe; and from the ſame croſſe directlie vnto a bancke called Brewers 
milbancke ; and foe from thence directlie vnto the other bancke ſometime called John 
Finches milbanke; and ſoe from the ſaid Finches milbanke in length, thoroughe a lane lye- 
inge ſouth from the lands of Crawethorn and Barockes, vnto the ende of a lane endinge at 
Clitterow's douehouſe; and ſoe directlie thoroughe the lands of mr M onnings, with other 
lands thereunto adjoyninge, vnto a marke ſtone ſett in a banke at the ſouth parte of Lowes 
barne gates; which marke flone is evidentlie knowne for a bounde betwixt the ſaid towne 
and Romney marſhe ; and ſoe from the ſaid markſtone directlie thoroughe the ſpittele lands, 
at the north ſide of the ſpittle churche, vnto the highe way leading from New Romney 


ynto Old Romney, vnto an innocke that is called the ſpittle watercourſe ; and ſoe along 


by that watercourſe ſouth vnto a cricke comminge from the hauen of Romeney aforefaid

By the charter of Elizabeth, dated 4th of auguſt in the 5th year of her reign, the mayor 
is to be choſen on the. feaſt of the annunciation, in st Michael's church, and to take the 
ſame oath as is adminiſtered to the mayor of Sandwich at his election: and the corporation 
of Romney may hold their lands, tenements and hereditaments as freely, as the mayor, 
jurats and commonalty of Sandwich or any other port hold theirs. The corporation, pre- 
viouſly to the grant of this charter, had conveyed to the crown all their eſtates, by a deed 
under their common ſea] dated Zoth of april 1563, which conveyance had been enrolled 
in chancery, The queen grants them all again to the corporation under the following 
deſcription and titles. All thoſe ſandy lands, paſtures, and marſhes freſh and ſalt, called 
the helmes and the ſandhills, abutting to land called Jeſton eaſt and northeaſt, to lands of 
private perſons north, to the ſea and the common marſh ſouth, and to the ſame common 
marſh weſt. Alſo all-the marſh land called the common marſh, abutting to the helmes 
eaſt, to the common ſalts of the town and the lands of chriſtchurch called the ſextry lands 
ſouth, to land called Belgar land fouthweſt, and to land called Linckhook weft, to the 
churchyard of st Nicholas, the backſides of divers houſes and the helmes north. Likewiſe 
the town's ſalts, abutting to the common marſh north, the helmes northeaſt, the ſaid 
ſextry ſalts weſt, and to the fea ſouth and eaſt. Alſo the lands between the walls, extend- 
ing lengthwiſe from the aforeſaid common marſh to Redhill between two walls, the one 
called Romney marſh wall, the other walland wall; the whole being in the manner of a 
creeke or waterway ſwared or dried up. To have and to hold the premiſſes, to the mayor, 
jurats and commonalty of New Romney, and their ſucceſſors, for ever, of the crown in 
free ſocage, as of the ancient barony of the Cinque Ports by ſeruice of ſhipping, and not 
in capite by knights ſervice nor otherwiſe, upon paying yearly to the crown 40 ſhillings,

This town preſcribes for its privileges, and is. governed by a bailif and jurats, who 
are elected by the freemen. It is an incorporated limb of New Romney. | 

There is only one officer in this corporation, that is, the chamberlain, who is appointed 
by the bailiff and jurats, who alſo elect the freemen. There is no other way of acquiring 
the freedom of this corporation but t by gift; 2975 it is forfeited by „ charity, or 


by leaving the pariſh. 


The bailiff is choſen on the 22d of july and is the coroner within the liberty. 


The magiſtrates hold general ſeſſions of the peace and gaol delivery when eren re- 


quires. Courts of petty ſeſſions and record are held monthly. 


There is a tract of land at the weſt fide of the town called the Weſt Ripe, held of the 


manor of Aldington by the corporation at an annual quitrent of 81. 188. 4d. The lord 


of that manor purchaſed this land of the archbiſhop of Canterbury; and the tenants of 


the Ripe in many old records are called biſhop's men. There is a braſs ſeal, uſed for the 
purpoſe of ſealing leaſes and other deeds relating to this eſtate, having a mitre within a 
quatrefoil, and this inſcription : Sigillum terrarum et tenencium ville de Lyde in archie- 
piſcopatu Cantuarie.

Deal is enumerated among the members of Sandwich in an n ordinance of Henry III, in 
the year 1229.

croachments upon their liberties by the ſheriff or juſtices of the county, that the inhabitants 
of Deal and Walmer ſolicited and obtained the following e I think, from Henry 
the ſixth.

There were then, 
probably, only a few ſcattered huts on the preſent ſite of the lower town of Deal; and 
even in 1624 a houſe belonging to John Carter eſq. on the weſt fide of the lower ſtreet,

Deal obtained a charter of incorporation, in 1699, againſt a ſtrenuous oppoſition made 
by Sandwich “. It is now a body corporate, by the name of The mayor, jurats and com- 
monalty of the town of Deal in the county of Kent, and the magiſtrates have cognizance 
of all crimes ſhort of grand larceny. There is nothing however in the charter of Deal 
that abrogates the preſcriptiye rights of the magiſtrates of Sandwich reſpecting Deal; and 
it is underſtood, from the ſentiments of eminent lawyers, that they have a FORE OR 
juriſdiction with the magiſtrates of Deal in all juridical matters whatſoever. Before the 
town was incorporated, it was governed by a deputy and aſſiſtants, nominated by the in- 
habitants of Deal, and appointed by the mayor and jurats of Sandwich. The inhabitants 
ſerve in juries at Sandwich, as before the charter. . | 

About the year 1700, William Warner gent. preſented a petition to parliament, for 
leave to bring in a bill for ſupplying the town of Deal with freſh water.

ground. The chapel was begun to be built the ſame year, and the walls were raiſed ready 
to receive a roof; but not being able to finiſh the building without further aſſiſtance, 
they procured an act of parliament in the year 1712, by which a duty of two ſhillings was 


laid upon every chaldron or ton of coals or culm brought into the town or port of Deal 


from the 1ſt of may 1712 to the 1ſt of may 1727, to be applied to the building, finiſhing, 
and adorning the ſaid chapel, and incloſing the burial ground thereunto belonging, under 
the direction of the mayor, jurats and common counſel, or any nineteen of them.

The es caſtles were built by Henry the 8th about the ſame time, namel y, in the year 
1539. Between Deal and Walmer caſtle are two eminences of earth called the great and 
little bulwark ; and there is another between the north end of Deal and Sandown caſtle: 

and there was probably one about the middle of the town, and others on the ſpots where the 
caſtles have been erected. They had embraſures for guns, and together formed a line of 
defenſive batteries along that part of the coaſt, where there was deep water, and where 
ſhips of war could approach the ſhore to cover the diſembarkment of an invading army. 
The common ſeal of this corporation has the Ports arms with this inſcription, Sigillum 
maioris iuratorum et communitatis ville et burgi de Deal, in comitatu Kanciæ. The ſeal

STONORE. 


This place was ; granted 15 William II. and perhaps by Cnute, to the abbey of st Kada, 
and was part of the barony of the abbat; but the tenants of Stonar in the time of Edward 
I. withdrew themſelves from the protection of that convent and united themſelves to the 
port of Sandwich; and it is enumerated among the methbers of that port in an ordinance 
of king Henry III, in the year 1229. This occaſioned many legal diſputes hetween the 
abbat and the people of Stonar, and between the abbat and the corporation of Sandwich, 

who undoubtedly did formerly exerciſe juriſdiction in Stonar; and on that account I take 
notice of the #130 though now it is Wet. detached from Sand wich and the Cinque 
Ports“. | 

Mr Lewis, in his Hiſtory of Tenet, gives an account of this place, = mentions 2 grant 
gp” the manor of Eſtanores to the abbey of st Auſtin; but the evidences i in the margin of 
his book refer to later times; and, if there had been any ſuch grant, it would moſt pro- 
bably have been mentioned by Thorn, or the compiler of the Chronologia in the Decem 
Scriptores. Mr Lewis is certainly miſtaken in attributing ne LIII. to the conqueror : 
that grant is by his ſon William II. If any one of the evidences there belong to 
William I, it muſt be no LIV; and it muſt have been i in the laſt year of his reign, about 
the year 1087, as Wydo was not abbat till that year: but I rather think it was a grant of 


William Rufus in the firſt year of his reign, 1088; and it is probably the very deed, of 


that date, where the name of Stonore firſt occurs in the Chronologia. I doubt whether 
there is any mention of this place to be met with in any writer whatever of an earlier date, 
| Notwithſtanding what is ſaid, by Somner and others, on the appropriation of the names 
Lunden-wic and Portus Londinenſis to Sandwich, I ſtrongly ſuſpect they are referrable 
only to London, or ſome place upon the banks of the Thames. The name of Sondwic 
occurs fo early as 66 5, that is, in the reign of Ethelbard, and prior to the reigns of Lothaire 
and Edric ; and why the place ſhould be called London by thoſe kings, when it had a name 
of its own, and when the capital of the kingdom bore that name, is difficult to account 
for. Thorn, wao lived in the 14th century, was an accurate man, and had all the docu- 
ments of st Auſtin 8 e before him, thought differently of the matter. He ſpeaks 
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of a. great diſpute between the citizens of London, ciues Londonienſes, and the abbat of 
st Auſtin and his men of Stonore. The citizens, cives, challenging the ſeignory of Stonore 
as à ſea- port ſubject to their city, civitati Londonienſi ſubjecto. If therefore Londenwic 
was any place eaſtward of the Thames, it was more probably Stonore than Sandwich; 
and the city, having had, in the diſtant times of the Saxon, kings before mentioned, 5 
ſpecial intereſt in Stonore, might think proper in the year 1090 to renew their claim; which 


however was diſallowed. 
In a manuſcript regiſter of st Auſtin's, belonging to doctor F armer, the tenants of

By a ſurvey taken a few years ago, this eſtate, from Sandwich bridge bende by the 


river to the north end of the ſaltworks, was found to contain 670 acres, I rood and 10 


perches.

Great Stonar, 471 a. Zr. 16 p- and Little Stonar, 128 a. Ir. 4p. The whole is excluſive 


of the river, the half breadth of which meaſures 1 5 a.

This eſtate, after the diſſolution of st Auſtin's monaſtery, remained in the crown till the 


220 of june in the 4th and 5th of Philip and Mary (1558); when it was granted, with the 
"right of patronage to the church, to Nicholas Cryſpe efq. and his aſſigns for his life; and 


after his deceaſe to his brother John Cryſpe i in fee; it being at that time under leaſe from 
the crown to John Johnſon, alias Anthony, gent. for a term of 21 years from 1oth of may 
1554, at the yearly rent of 231. and it was valued to the grantee at 6211. or 27 years pur- 
chaſe. The whole ſum paid however was 6371. 138. 4d. This eſtate continued in the 
family of Criſpe till it ended in four daughters and coheirs; one of which marrying Richard 
Breton eſq. of Elmes in the Pariſh of Hougham, he bought the intereſt of the other three 
liſters and became the ſole proprietor. He ſold it afterwards to fir George Rook. knight, 
of St Lawrence near Canterbury, and it deſcended to his fon George, who married the 
hon. Frances Ward, eldeſt daughter of William Lord Dudley. Upon her death in 1770 it 


came by her will to her nephew the honorable John Ward efq. afterwards lord viſcount 
Dudley and Ward; who ſold it in 1787 to Charles Foreman eſq. of London; who dying 


in 1791 bequeathed it to his nephew mr John Foreman in tail general; with remainder in 


xe manner to his other nephew mr Luke Foreman; with inder! in fee to the rev, mr 


James Carpenter Gape. The

The antiquities of Richborowe, Stonhore and Sade, 


Tus antiquities of the old towne and caftle of Ruppeceſter or Rechebnerans,” now Ol 
Richborrow, then in the iſle of Thanet, as alſo of the new foundation and erection of the 
towne of Sandwich, with the foundations of old in the ſame, firſt founded by Knute the 


Dane being then king of England, gathered out of antient chronicles of Matth. Paris, Math. 


Weſtmonaſt. — Roff. Tho- Sprotteus®, and other antient records and monuments.

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In the dal of grace $2, Arviragus king of Brittain refuſed his obedience to the Roman 


empire: whereupon Veſpatian a noble captaine of the Romans was ſent into Brittaine by 
Claudius the emperor to repreſs Atviragus his inſoleney, and to reduce him to his former 
ſubjection; - which Veſpatian attempting to land his forces in the haven of Rutupi or 
Richborow, now called Sandwich haven, was there by Arviragus repulſed and kept from 
landing. At which time the haven, which is now called Sandwich haven, was called the 
haven of Rutupi or Richeborrow. | 
Long afterwards, partly by continuance of time, and more by the force and fury of the 
Danes makeing havock of all things i in the county of Kent and eſpecially i in Thanet, the 
city of Rutupi with the caſtle now called Richborrow caſtle was utterly deſtroyed by fire 
and ſword ; ſuch was the rage of king Swayne and his Danes in the yeare of grace 990. 
The antient caſtle of Rutupi now Richborrow was built by Veſpatian, being then general! 
of the Romans in Brittaine, and ſent thither by the mighty emperor-Claudius, Arviragus 
then reigning in Brittain : which Veſpatian, after he had gotten. the victory and ſubdued 
the Brittons, built the caſtle of Richborow for the ſafeguard and defence of his navy; 
which caſtle the Britons called the caſtle of Rutupi, as who ſhould ſay, the caſtle built 
upon the rock or upon the coaſt of Rutupi, takeing the name of the place: for in time of 
the Roman government all the caſtles of Kent eaſtward _ Prolomy called the caſtle 
. Rutupi: : as alſo witneſſeth Lucan; | | 
Aut vaga cum Thetis Rutupinaque littora eee 
| Unda Calidonios fallet turbata Brittannos. 
This moſt auncient caſtle, ſcituafe in the mouth of the haven of Rutupi now called 
Sandwich haven, (begun) in the yeare of grace 5 5, not far from the auncient towne of 
Stonhore in the iſle of Thanet, was perfected by Severus the emperour, which then govern'd 
the Brittains, as appeareth by the auncient coyne and money commonly found' in the 
ruines and about the ſaid caſtle of Richborow, haveing the impreſſion and infcription of 
Severus: which Severus was the cheefeſt builder of caſtles, forts and walls of all the Ro- 
mans in Britaine, as is to be gathered in that he walled in Dovor, built the caſtle of Reculfe 
or Reculver in the iſle of Tindelade, as auncient coynes there found bearing his impreſ- 
ſion doe ſhew. Beſides, he built a ſtrong and famous wall called Severus wall between

the Britons and Scots, or Picts, in the north parts of RE all the breadth of the land

The towne of Stonehore was of ** „ in the 1 of king Ethelbert about the 
yeare of grace 616; at which place Canutus with his Danes landed in the haven of 
Rutup i, and there he entered with all his navy: it was ſcituate right over againſt Sand- 
wich. Theie alſo landed st Auguſtine with his companions in number forty, being ſent 


by Gregory the 'biſhop of Rome; where he alſo tarried vntil Jing Ethelbert with his 


nobllity gave him audience in the caſtle of Richborrow. 


At this auncient towne of Stonehore landed Lewis the ſon of Philip the french king; ; 


where he remained a certaine time in * reign of king J ohn, at ſuch time as the nobles 
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and barons of the land conſpireing againſt theyre king had promiſed to deliver the king- 
dome vnto the ſaid Lewis, as, witneſleth Math, Paris. This towne, being much ruinated 
by the rage of Swayne and the Danes in the year 990, was reedified by William the con- 
queror in the yeate of grace 1069; and in the reign of Richard the ſecond was by the 
frenchmen utterly deſtroyed with fire and ſword ; at which time Dex v4 ally en 
the towne of Sandwich: and thus much of Stonar. 5 | 
But to return again to the auncient. caſtle of Rutupi or 8 „nich' bn Hime. af 
the Saxons was a famous pallace of the kings of Kent, as it is reported by Ihomas Spot- 
teus, a monck of st Auguſtins, in his hiſtory of the kings of Kent, whoſe words are theſe. 
Ethelbert king of Kent, after he had given away his pallace in Dorobernia, for ſoe the 
| Saxons called that citty ar which we now call Canterbury, as one might ſay the court of 
Kent, for the ancient palace of king Lucius in the time of the Romans was ſcituate nete 
unto the moſt auncient church dedicated to the honour of our saviour Chriſt now called 
chriſt church: which pallace of the kings at Canterbury the king gave vnto Auguſtine and 
his ſucceſſors for euer, after that he had received the faith of Chriſt and was by him hap- 
tiſed. He gaue alſo vnto him all the citty of Canterbury, excepting certaine eſpeciall 
lands belonging to his crowne. After Which donation, and departure from his pallace in 
Cant. he made his continuall aboad and dwelling in his A of eee, or as 
12 ſay at Reculfe or Reculyer, + * 
And becauſe ] haue made mention of cattle .of 1 Reculver, it fhall ; not he 
45 the purpoſe to ſpeak ſomething thereof. This auncient caſtle was built, as I ſaid 
before, by Severus the emperour:in the yeare of grace 205, as Matthew Weſtminſter re- 
porteth. Severus the emperour with great force entered into Britaine; where after many 
| ſharp and bloody battells he ſubdued the greateſt part · of the iſland, and built with Roman 
brick a moſt ſtrong caſtle at the going aut of the hauen of Rutupi, called Reculfe, now 
Reculver. Hee alſo made a great diteh r trench with a very ſtrong wall fortified with 
many turrets and towers in length 132 miles extending from ſea to ſea, where leaueing 
garriſons for the defence thereof her returned to Vork and there dyed. In this caſtle of 
Reculver Ethelbert the ſecond of that name king of Kent, after the example of Ethelbert 
the firſt, built a monaſtery of monkes, dedicating it to the honour of the virgin Mary, N | 
indueing the fame with great poſſeſſions; and Jyeth.interred.in the body of the ſame church : 
in an arched-ſepulchre: in a wall-on the north ;{ide-of that church, as is at this day to be 8 
| ſeen. About the year of grace 797 * Brithwaldus, after archbiſhop of Canterbury, was 
the laſt abbot of that monaſtet y, and was vtterly ruinated by the fury of Swayne the Dane 
# anno 990. The comeing of st Auguſtine the monk into England, ſent thither by Gregory 
tte firſt; biſhop of Rome, to preach the faith of Chriſt vnto king Ethelbert and his peaple. 1 
At whoſe/preaching the king and his ſubjects, by the grace of god, were converted from g 
wann! and received baptiſme in the yeafe of grace 596, which was ſhe, 147 yeare after 
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that the two brethren Horſus and Hengiſtus with theyre forces invaded Blittain—Auguſtine 


; the ſervant of God was ſent into Brittain by Gregory the biſhop of Rome to preach the 
goſpell of Chriſt vnto the inhabitants of that land, which then being blinded with pagan 


ſuperſtition had vtterly extinguiſhed all chriſtianity in that part of the land which they 
poſſeſſed, But in that part of Brittaine which is called Wales the faith of Chriſt was ſtill 
retained ; which being received in the yeare of our lord 157 did neuer after faile among 


them. deen the eaſt part of Kent lyeth the iſle of Thanet, where Auguſtine with his 


fellows landed, being in number forty perſons as it is reported, who by his interpreter ſent 
to king Ethelbert gaue the king to vnderſtand, that he'with his company was come from 
Rome to bring vnto him and his people the glad tideing of the goſpell; the way vuto eternall 
life and bliſſe to all them that believe the ſame; which thing the king heareing came ſhortly 
after into the iſle of Thanet vnto his pallace or caſtle of Rupticeſter or Richeborow, ſci- 
tuate nigh the old citty of Stonehore : and the king ſitting vnder the cliff or rock whereon 
the caſtle is built commanded Auguſtine with his fellows to be brought before him. Then 
Auguſtine, being preſented before the king and ſtrengthened with God's ſpirit, began boldly 
to preach the glad tideings of the goſpell, aſſureing the king and his people of euerlaſting 
life and falvation in the kingdome of heaven by Chriſt, if they would giue credit vnto his 
doctrine and preaching ; with many other things tending to convert the king from paganiſme 
to chriſtianity. To whom the king gave anſwer, that the thing he had preached was 


good to heare, being both wonderfull and worth the following; but for ſoe much, ſayth 
hee, as they be novelties, and as yet to vs vnknowne, I am not aminded to conſent there- 


"unto and to forfake the religion and ceremonies of our anceſtors of long time vſed and 
cbntinued in this our kingdome; yet for ſo much as yee are come from farr, intending as 
it ſeemeth our health and welfare, I will in friendly and all kindneſs entertaine you, and 
entreate you with convenient allowance of all things needfull for your maintenance and 
ſuftentation, giueing you free liberty to preach in my kingdome, and to gain vnto your 
religion ſuch as you can. And then gave vnto Auguſtine and his fellows a dwelling place 


In the citty of Canterbury, now ſcituate in the pariſn of st Alphage on the north ſide of the 
king's ſtreet, along the which now runneth the wall of the archbiſhop's pallace; in which 


place st Auguſtine with his fellows made his abode vntill the converſion of the king. It is 
now called ſtable or ſtaple gate. There was at that time a chappell or oratorie for the 
king's houſhold, where 192 did pray and hp to e idols and falſe gods, as Spot- 


teus reporteth. 


But to come nearer to our purpoſe. The towne'of Sandwich is bins one mile from 
the old caſtle of Richborow, and this I read of it. At firſt it was called Swanſwick, as it 
were the Swains ſalts or the haven of Swaine, becauſe he there wintered with all his navy: 
in which place for ſafeguard of his ſhipping he built a fort on the eaſt ſide of the haven of 
Rutupie, which afterward in the reigne of Edward the confeſſor was called the caſtle of 


Edward earle of Eſſex : the remnants and ruines whereof at this day remaine, nere vnto 


b. faid haven within the walls of Sandwich, in the ads of Edward Peake gent. and 
2 ' jur ate

jurate of the ſame towne. Vet Leland is of opinion that Sandwich tooke the name of ſalt 
ſands, as it were a towne placed in the ſalts, and ſoe corruptly called Sandwicke, as one 
might ſay, a towne placed in the ſandy ſalts; for this word, wicke, in the end of a word 
fignifieth ſalt. But lettinge the etymologye of the name paſſe, I gather of the premiſſes, 
that Sandwich tooke a great encreaſe by the ruine of Stonehore, and were a new foundation 
by the Daniſh ſubverſion of Richeborrow. 

Along by the one fide of the towne of Sandwich runneth a freſh river, which the Saxons 
called Stowre and the Britons before that the Dowre. After the deſolation of Stonehore 
Canutus the great king of Denmark prevailing. in England, according to his owne deſire, 
new built Sandwich, inſtead of Stonehore and Richeborrow before by the Saxons deftroyed ; 
which towne according to the nature of the ſcituation he called Sandwich, a towne of 
ſalt ſand; which towne was begun. to- be built a little before in the reigne of his father 
king Swayne, and being perfected by Canutus his ſon was by the ſame Canutus enriched 
with great and large priviledges and liberties; which charter of priviledge granted by king 
Canutus I myſelfe have ſeen in the towne hall amongſt the auncient records of Sandwich: 
which towne, tho' king Canutus in fine ſo much loved and fauoured as of an imperfe& 
work to bring it to perfection, indueing the ſame with great priviledge, yet not long before 
he mortally hated the ſame, becauſe of the conſpiracy and treaſon of the Saxons againſt 
him in that place; for which cauſe he in moſt cruel! wiſe cauſed the hands and noſes of 
the noblemens ſons of the Saxons, which were left with him for hoſtages vntill certaine 
conditions were performed, to be cutt off: which cruell and tyrannous fact ſo exaſperated 
the py that in the end he was as to forſake England and fly into Denmark anno 
102 | | 
_ the towne of Sandwich are thee cole pariſh chan governed. 2 a ee wp | 
learned miniſters, which there moſt diligently, preach the word of God. The firſt of theſe 
churches is ſcituate in the weſt part of the -towne towards Canterbury gate, dedicated to 
the virgin Mary and is called St Mary's, where, in the auncient times of the Saxons made 
before the building of the towne of Sandwich, ſtood a monaſtery or nunnery vpon the ſide 
of the hauen of Rutupie, as I find in the hiſtory of Gloſline + monck of the comeing of 
Auguſtine; which monaſtery was begun by Dampneva queen and aunt to king Egbert; 
which queen by the helpe of the king her nephew aforeſaid built two faire monaſteries, 
one in the iſle of Thanet called Minſter, the ruines whereof yet remaine ia the ſame pariſh, 
and the other upon the bank of the hauen of Rutupi or Richeborrow, in the yeare of grace 
640 t; which two monaſteries ſhe cauſed to be built, eſpecially for that king Egbert had 
| ſuffered his two nephews Ethelbert and Ethelbrige $ 1 to be murdered by the counſell of his 
ſeneſchall Thunor; in expiation of which innocent blood he built two monaſteries, one 
at Minſter in Thanet, and anothet dedicate to the virgin Mary ſcituate in the very Rate

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where the par iſh church of st Mary now ſtandeth; which church being long ſince de- 
ſtroyed by the Danes was again repaired at the charges of queen Emma Canutus his wife; 
who may well be counted founder of that towne. The ſame church was againe deſtroyed 
by the frenchmen in the yeare of Richard the ſecond. In the 20th yeare of king 
Henty the 8th an anchreſs had her cell at the eaſt end * the ſame nn TO the old 
monaſtery before ſpoke of was firſt founded, f 
In the church of st Maries are interrd the bodys of many ina men, as ot Edward 
Ringeley knt. and his wife dame Elizabeth, the daughter and heire of William Langley 
of Knowlton eſq. which Edward Ringeley was born in Staffordſhire, and knighted at 
Morles in France by Thomas duke of Norfolk the king's lieutenant generall, for that he 
moſt valiantly firſt ſcaled the walls of Morles : afterwards he was made lieutenant of the 
ordnance in the warrs againſt the Scotts; and afterward preferred by king Henry the 8th 
to be marſhall of the towne of Calais, and after that made ſeneſchall of the ſame towne : 
laftly he was made captaine of the caſtle of Guines, where he died, and his body honorably 
q | | carried from thence to Sandwich, and ſolempnley buried in the ſouth iſle of st Mary's 
=_ | church in the reigne of king Edward the ſixth. In this church alſo reſteth the body of ſir 
A William Leverick of Aſh knt, and dame Emma his wife, the daughter of fir John Sept- 
vans of Aſh knt. which were the principal repairers or builders of st Maries church after 
it was burnt by the french in the time of Richard the ſecond ; 'theyre bodys lye in 
the north fide of the ſame church in an arched ſepulchre in the church wall, and were 
buried in the reigne of Henty the fourth, There alſo lyeth the body of William lord 
Clinton, the firſt founder of the Carmelite fryers in Sandwich, as it is reported, and is 
buried vnder the guilded arch in the wall on the ſouth ſide of the church; which arch was 
mured vp in the time of king Edward the ſixth, but is yet neuertheleſs to be ſeen in the 
church yard. There alſo are buried the bodies of William Condie merchant and Mawde 
; | his wife in the ſouth iſle of the ſaid church nere vnto the lord Clinton: hee of his owne 
_ chardge erected a chauntry, ſuperſtitiouſly perſwaded that it was for his ſouls health. And 
to be ſhort, in the bellfraye nere unto the quier doore lyeth buried the bodye of Thomas 
Manwood gent. which dyed in the reigne of king Henry the 8th, a goodly and pleaſant 
gentleman. He had iſſue John, Roger and Thomas; of which Roger Manwood became 
2 famous and learned lawyer; a man for his learning had in great eſtimation of all men, 
orderly riſeing by all the worſhipfull titles of the law to be ſerjeant, and was afterwards 
made one of the juſtices of the common pleas by queen Elizabeth in the fifteenth“ yeare of 
her reigne and in the yeare of grace 1572, and laſtly to be lord cheife baron of the exchequer. 
He had to wife Dorothy, one of the daughters of John Tebole gent. by whome he had 
: | | © three ſons, whereof onely the youngeſt Peter Manwood Tiveth ; the other two dyed young. 
=. His father Thomas Manwood was had in good accompt in Sandwich, and had to wife 
Z Katherine the daughter of John Gallaway eſq. by whom he had iſſue John, Roger and 
Thomas, as is aforeſaid ; which John and Thomas were divers times maiors of Sandwich; ; 
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men had i in.great eſtimacion among their neighbours, Thomas Manwood was the ſon of 
Roger Manwood: his mother was deſcended of the Stapletons in Suſſex. This Roger 
Manwood was born neer Chicheſter in the territorys of Manwood; in which territory, as 

Henry Hunt.“ reporteth, in the time of the Britones ſtood a great and ſtrong eitty called 
Andredeceſter, which citty Ella king of the ſouth Saxons wanne, but not without great 
ſlaughter both of the Saxons and Britones. In perpetuall remembrance whereof the cir- 
cuits of ground belonging to that citty is vatill this day called the territory of Manwood, 
as a place wherein the manhoode of the Britons was tryed; in which place this Roger was 
born, and took his name thereof. He beareth in his coate fiue palets, &c. 

St Peter's church is ſcituate in the midſt of the towne; in which church being both faire 
and large reſt the bodyes of certaine worthy perſonages, eſpecially founders of chapells and 
hoſpitalls; of wlome Thomas Ellis a worſhipfull merchant and Margaret his wife were 
cheife ; whoſe bodyes are buried in a moſt auncient monument in the north iſle of the ſame 

church. Theſe two founded two hoſpitals in Sandwich for the releife of the poore, one 
in the honour of st Thomas called St Thomas houſe, his other in honour of st John bap- 
tiſt called St John's houſe t; enduing the ſaid hoſpitalls with convenient lands. Allſo the 
fame Thomas Ellis and Margaret Ellis founded three chaplaines or prieſts perpetually to 
pray for the people; one of which three prieſts was always bound to teach and inſtruct 
the youth of the towne. The laſt of which chaplains was one mr Greene a learned ſchool- 

| maſter and a greate beater downe of papiſtry. The houſe for the three chaplains was 
_ at the eaſt end of st Peter's church. 

There reſteth allſo in this church the body of fir John Growe t knt, he lyeth in a ſe- 
ben vnder an arch in the wall in the ſouth ſide of the ſame church, which ſouth iſle 
ws built. He flouriſhed in the time of king Henry vjth, in the 26th yeare of his reigne, 

In the north iſle of this church is alſo buried the bodyes of J. Eue $, a worſhipfull mer. 
"chant and Maude his wife, in an arched ſepulcher in the wall, which north iſle they built 
from the ground. Under an arch in the wall in the north iſle of the ſame church are 
buried divers worſhipfull men of the Sandwiches knights, whereof one fir Simon Sand- 
wich was warden of the cinque ports in the reigne of king Edward the ſecond, who gave 
liberally towards the new building of the ſteeple of the ſame church. 

The third church dedicated to st Clement is ſcituate upon higher ground then the reſt 
in the caſt part of the ſame towne neer Sandowne gate; which church is greater and fairer 
then either of the other, and reſembleth the manner of Normans buildings vſcd in the time 
of William the conquerour. It ſeemeth that the great windows of the ſame church 
were made, long after the firſt building of the church, of a newer mould than was in 

former time vſed. In this church are buried divers worſhipfull gentlemen and merchants 

- ſometimes maiors of that ſame towne ; divers of the Boys's, of which name I ſaw one R, W. 

1 there ere n in a franciſcan's habit. 
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Of Sandwich ſchoole newly erected by Roger Manwood counſellor at law, 


After time had vtterly worne out st Peter's ſchoole in Sandwich, which ſchoole I ſpake 
of before, a new free gramar ſchoole was erected much fairer and better built than the 
other, but ſcituat in a worſe and more corrupt aire, by reaſon of the annoyance of the 
marſhes and ouſe nere unto the ſame. It is placed in the weſt end of the towne neer Can- 
ter bury gate. It was built cheifly by the meanes of Roger Manwood eſq. counſellor at 
law at the common chardges of the ſaid Roger Manwood, the inhabitants of the towne, 
and other well diſpoſed of the country. The cheifeſt towneſmen in furthering of this 
work were John-and Thomas Manwood bretheren of the ſaid Roger, William Southwick, 
Ryſe Parrot, Thomas Thomſon and John Gilbert; all which were bountifull contributors 
to the new foundation of that ſchoole in the ſeventh yeare of the reigne of queen Elizabeth, 
But above all the reſt Roger Manwood, as a paterne or father of the towne of Sandwich, 
endued the ſaid ſchoole with the yearly revenue of 20l. procureing his younger brother 
Thomas Manwood to giue to the ſaid ſchoole 101, a yeare for ever. God of his goodneſs 
ſend many ſuch labourers into his vineyard to his glory and the benefit of the common 
wealth. This ſchoole of Sandwich payeth a yearly quitrent of 20d. to the deane and chapter 


of chriſtchurch, as to the lords of the ſoil. 


Of the firſt erection of the Carmelites i in the towne of Sandwich. 


In the 20th yeare of the reigne of king Edward the firſt, 1292, William lord Ew, 
lord of Folkſtone and Goulſton, of his owne charges built a faire monaſtery of Carmelites 
or black * friers in the ſouth ſide of the towne of Sandwich. In that monaſtery was buried 


the body of William Peynell gent. and Thomas Craythorne eſq. with Maude his wife 


deſcended of the worſhipfull family of the Sandwiches, which of theyre owne charges firſt 
founded the hoſpitall of st Bartholmews with a chauntry of three preiſts, whereof one 
was as it were prior, and had charge to ſee the poore of that hoſpitall conveniently re- 
lieued with neceſſaries as well in ſickneſs as in health. The chauntry prieſts were bound 
by ſuperſtitious vow continually to pray for the health of the people and ſouls of theire 
founders, Afﬀterwards in proceſs to time for the further reliefe of the poore God ſtirred 
up the Sandwiches; firſt Henry Sandwich knt. warden of the cinque ports and the king's 


lieutenant of Kent, who increaſed the number of the almes men in that hoſpitall to the 
number of 12 men and foure: women, commonly called bretheren and fiſters of st Barthol- 
mew's, building for every one of them a; private houſe, to remaine to them and-theyre poore 
ſucceſſors for euer; which houſe or hoſpitall are ſcituate without the ſouth gate of the 


towne of Sandwich, commonly. called Newgate. Sir Nicholas Sandwich knt. in time of 


king Richard the ſecond, lord warden of the cinque ports after his father, not onely con- 


frmed his father's donation, but alſoe endowed the ſaid hoſpitall of st Bartholmew with 


larger e and 1 . the patronage of the ſame wen for euer vnto 
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the maior and commonalty of the towne of Sandwich for the time being, and alſo the 
- choyce of other poore perſons inſtead of ſuch poore as ſhall at any time afterwards depart 
in the ſaid hoſpital] ; preferring allways before all others in theyre choyce ſuch as had been 
mayors, juratts or commoners of Sandwich, which were growen farre in debt, or decayed 
by ſhipwrack, fire, or other like caſualties. The bodyes of theſe two knights are decently 
buried in the north fide of the quire of the chappell of the ſaid hoſpitall, 

There was alſo in Sandwich another auncient church dedicated to st Jacob, and ſci - 
tuated towards the ſouth ſide of the towne, not farre from st Mary's. It is now vtterly 
deſtroyed, as a thing ſtanding the towneſmen to no vſe. The church yard thereof is yet 
a burying place for ſtrangers. In that church was allways an hermit attired in black 
- garments with a long beard, whoſe duty was to miniſter vnto the ſtrangers and poore, to 

bury the dead and to pray for the people. The laſt hermit there I myſelfe knew in the 
20th yeare of king Henry the 8th, called John Steward, who was afterwards preferred to 
be parſon of st Mary's. This chapell was deſtroyed in the time of king Ed ward the 
ſixth. 

I reade in the auncient monuments of . chriſtchurch in Cont that in that very 
place where the new grammar ſchoole 'of Sandwich is now erected, in the times of the 
Normans ſtood a monaſtery of moncks called Suthomni, built by Odo biſhop of Baion, to 
whom William the conqueror his brother by ce mother s fide had then committed the

There is poſitive evidence that 
the ſea-approached, at ſome diſtant period, to the very foot of Richborough hill; for in 


digging a few years ago to lay the foundation of Richborough ſluice, the workmen, after

On this inſulated mount ſtand the remains of the famous caſtle of 
Rutupi, exhibiting to our view a more perfect ſpecimen of Roman architecture than exiſts 
any where elſe in, Britain. The walls are conſtructed in this manner. Two rows of 


bolders lie on the natural ſoil which is 1 ſolid pitſand, then a thin ſtratum of chalk nodd les; 
nent a ſingle roy of bolders, and over them another thin layer of ſmall chalk; all without 
cement; then bolders again: mixed with, mottar; and ſo the maſonry, proceeds internally 


with, a confuſed mixture of large bolders, ochre ſtones, ſand ſtone, blocks of chalk with 


_ pholades bedded therein and balani on their ſurfaces ; the whole cemented with a mortar | 
8 formed of lime, - grits! large and {ſmall pebbles, ſea ſhells and fragments of baked bricks, 


much too coarſe ia its compoſition. ever to have been fluid, Externally on both fides, the 
walls are faced with regular courſes of ſquared grit and portland fone, except in ſome de- 


fached parts of the inner ſide of the ſquth wall where the ſquared ſtones are ſmall in ſize, and 
die mixed with bolders; and yiſpoſed in che herring bone way and in other faſhions. The ge- 


neral facing was evidently worked up arg the internal part ; but as the ſquared ones could 
de e e enen, only wich a Hat ſurface, it vos ab eelurx to hand them tagether 
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at proper intervals with double rows of large flat tiles, which Ce do not go through 
the wall, but only to the depth of one or at moſt two tiles. The firſt range of tiles begins 
about ſive feet from the bottom of the wall, and the rows are repeated to the top at different 
intervals, from three feet. three inches to four feet three inches : between theſe are generally 
ſeven courſes of the ſquared ſtones ; but in the eaſtern part of the north wall the rows 
The tiles are for the moſt part plain, and differ in their dimen- 
ſions from 14 in. by 73 in. to 174 ĩ in. by 114 in. and in their thickneſs from TH i in. to 12 in. 
There is another ſort, with the longeſt ſides diſhed about an inch, that occurs very ſpariigly 
in the ſouth and weft walls. They are about 151 in. long, a foot broad, and an inch 
thick, They are ranged with the flat tiles here and there one, and are generally with 
their bottoms upwards. A few of the plain tiſes are of a pale yellowiſh red, but both 
forts for the moſt part are of a fine full red, and all of them are exceedingly well burned, 
The walls to the height of ſix feet are 11 feet 3 inches thick, and afterwards only 10 feet 
8 inches; and the north wall in its moſt perfect part is about 23 feet high: the top of the 
wall is every where imperfect, and the facing is almoſt wholly thrown off from the ſouthern 
aſpects of the walls by the roots of the ivy, and the operations of heat and moiſture, The 
ſcaffold holes remain on the outer ſides of the north and weſt walls, which ſides have 
ſuffered much eſs injury from time and the weather than the other ſides. 05 

The caſtle Ras been a regular parallelogram, but a great part of the eaſt wall does not 
appear ; that having been under mined by the ſea; enough of it however remains to point out 
its direction and fituation: The whole ſite occupied 6 a. 1 r. 8 p. of ground; the area 
within the walls meaſured 5 a. Zr. 8 p. There was no ditch round the building, and the 
foundation is very ſuperficial; nor has any well been diſcovered: which circumſtances 
make it probable, that it was erected merely to prevent the ſudden attack of an invading 
enemy, and could not be intended for the regular defence of any fixed! community within 
the walls. The walls were ffanked by round projecting towers at the angles, and by ſquare 
ones at irregular diſtances along the ſides. There are marks of two of i theſe in the weſt 
wall, and of two others, beſides the porta decumana, i in the north wall, and of two more 
in the ſouth wall; in which undoubtedly! was a third that has fallen down the bank.

in the ſhape of a croſs, riſing ſomewhat above the ground and from 4 to 5 feet above the 
platform. It has been faced with ſquared ſtones, ſome of which remain. The ſhaft of the 
croſs, running north and ſouth, is 87 feet long and 7.5 feet broad; the traverſe is 22 feet 
in width and 46 feet in length. A baſe of ſuch ſolidity could ſcarcely have been intended 
for the ſupport of a roof, or have formed a part of any compound building Might there 
not have been on' this ſpot a lofty ſea mark to direct the mariner, or a crols to ſolicit his 
devotion?” Might it not have been st Auſtin's croſs; a name which the people there, in 
Camden's time, miſapplied to the croflings in the corn, but which might belong to this 
maſs of maſonry, raiſed perhaps by the public to commemorate the happy arrival of st Au- 
guſtine in Britain, and his landing at the foot of this very hill? 

In the weſt wall, much nearer to the north weſt angle of the caſtle than to the ſouth 
weſt, was a large opening in the wall 34 feet wide, where about 54 feet under the ground 
is part of a foundation of large ſquared blocks of ſtone, conſiſting of ſeveral courſes, a great 
part of which has been removed and applied to various uſes about the neighbouring farms. 
It extends inwards 74 feet, and outwards 6 feet two inches from the wall, ſo that the whole 
breadth of the platform, including the breadth of the wall, was originally 24 feet 11 inches. 
The lewiſſes by which they were raiſed remain in ſome of the ſtones. The two parts of 
the wall do not run from this opening in the ſame direction; the ſouth weſt corner bearing 

from it 8. 1415 W. the north weſt corner N. 12 25 E. There is no appearance what- 
ever of any ſuperſtructure, that might have been raiſed upon this platform and connected 
with the walls, the ends of which are terminated with regular facings. It may therefore 
be diffeult to determine the uſes of this opening and platform. If this was the principal 

entrance into the caſtle, there muſt originally have been ſome grand fortified gate raiſed 
upon this foundation for the ſectirity of ſo wide a paſſage; but no traces of ſuch a ſtructure 
appear either on what remains of the platform or on the facings of the walls. Some have 
been induced to think; it was the ſite of an altar or temple ſacred to Diana, from the exuviæ 
of animals uſually ſacrificed to that goddeſs that abound juſt at that ſpot ; but ſurely ſome 

" Place would have been ſelected for the celebration of holy rites leſs expoſed than this to 

the firſt attacks of an enemy. Near the middle of the north wall is the oblique entrance 
or' porta decumana : it is narrow, and from the holes remaining in the walls it appears to 
have been furniſhed with good timber defences. The exterior paſſage running parallel

A building was diſcovered ſome years ago in the plain at the foot af the hank about 40 
rods to the northward of the caſtle, which had the appearance of a wharf or landing place. 
Its ſurface was a little way under ground; it was 4 feet high; of a triangular form, the 
ſides nearly equal, of about 10 feet each, one of them parallel with the bank and its op- 
poſite angle projecting towards the ſea. It was a ſhell of brickwork, two bricks thick, 
filled with earth; the two projecting ſides tied together with a brace of the ſame materials. 
Two forts of bricks were uſed in this building, one was 18 inches by 12, and 31 inches 
thick; the other 17 inches by 11, and 14 thick, Mr Ebenezer Muſſel of Bethnal Green 
near London purchaſed all the bricks or tiles, and 8 them in paving a court yard 
and part of his houſe there. | | 
Three urns were taken lately out of a ſandpit on the hill on the lefe e of the road 

leading from the caſtle to the village; and beſides coins, of which I ſhall ſpeak more 
_ particularly preſently, there have been found within and without the walls two ſmall 
bronze figures of bagpipers, ſupplying the bag with wind through a pipe by the mouth, 
and playing on the inſtrument with the fingers; and another bronze figure with a flaſk 
in the right hand, and having had ſomething in the left, moſt likely to drink out of, marks 
of which remain. Fragments of pateræ, plain and ornamented, mixed with pieces of 
ſtagſhorn, and oyſterſhells abound about the north weſt corner of the caſtle; and I have 
from the area a fine onyx of an oval ſhape evidently deſigned for a ring, to which uſe I 
have applied it, and have had it ſet in a mixture of gold, ſilver and copper found at Rich- 
borough, which enables me to inſcribe upon it theſe words of Juvenal, Rutupino edita fundo. 
A ſand pit at Aſh, adjoining to the high road from thence to Canterbury, has furniſhed 
the cabinets of antiquaries with many curious ſepulchral remains, that were depoſited 
with the dead in wooden coffins, The graves are diſtin, and are about four feet below 
the preſent ſurface of the ground. They are diſcoverable by an alteration in the colour 
and texture of the ſoil where the bodies lie; and they are commonly, though I believe 
not uniformly, in an eaſt and weſt direction. Parts of the harder bones and of the wooden 
ciſts are ſometimes found; but in general all the animal and vegetable ſubſtances have pe- 
riſhed. In many of the graves we meet with nothing worth notice: in ſome we find the war- 
riors furniture, iron ſwords, fpear-heads,' and umbones of ſhields zi and in others fibulæ, 
\ buckles, claſps, belt-ornaments, amulets, pendants, &c. many of them of the precious metals 

or of copper ſtrongly gilt, ſet with ivory, and with garnets and coloured glaſs upon chequered 

foils of ſolid gald; beads of baked earth, amber and amethyſt, and glaſs: bugles, the or- 
naments of female dreſs. Perhaps ſome of the following articles may ſeem to denote the 
occupation, or perhaps only the caprice, of the perſons in whole graves they were found: 
A wooden pail with braſs hoopsz a large pan of mixed metal found upon a ſmaller one 
"inverted ; the iron head of an axe; * of a beam and braſs balances of a ſmall pair of 
* ſcales,

ſcales, with one les den and ſeven braſs weights, two of them being coins of Fauſtina the 
mother and daughter with their reverſes ground away, having a' ſingle dot before the 
mouth of the. one, and fix dots 3 and 3 upon the temple of the other, probably to 
denote the weight ; a ſtone celt lying with a common flat flint fone ; a cryſtal ball *; 
thick copper rings; ; and many articles of unknown uſe. 

This place is ſuppoſed by ſome to have been the cemetery of the Roman garriſon at 
Richborough, but the diſtance is too great ; nor will the proportion of military perſons 
buried here at all countenance the idea. It was more probably the place of interment 
for the neighbouring hamlets before, the conſecration of churchyards +, There are ſuch 
hills of ſand at Wingham and Winſboròugh, that were ſet apart for the ſame purpoſe, and 
which have furniſhed me and others with a variety of ſepulchral remains. 

I have teen at the expence of engraving moſt of the articles enumerated above; but the 
plates were not intended for this work t. What I have omitted are engraved in the aqua 
tinta manner by the rev. James Douglas in his Nenia Britannica; a work abounding 
with curious obſervations on the ſepulchres of our anceſtors, in Kent and other parts of 
the kingdom, and with elegant repreſentations of the articles diſcovered in them. 

Roman coins, of the middle and ſmall braſs, from Claudius to Arcadius, abound both 
at Richborough and Reculver. I have from thence likewiſe denarii of Vitellius, Trajanus, 
Alius, Antoninus Pius, Maximinus, Philippus Filius, Valerianus, Gallienus, 1 
Valerianus, and Arcadius; and one gold coin of Theodoſius, (VIcroRIA AuGuUsToORUM, 
Ta. Cox. Victoria gradiens, dextra lauream, ſiniſtra palmam.) All the villages above 
the level of the marſhes to the weſtward of Lower Deal, about Sandwich, and in Thanet, 


are continually furniſhing Britiſh, Roman, and Saxon money. A gold coin of Juſtinus 


of the rudeſt ſculpture, (reverſe, VicTIVRIz,) and a ſmall Britiſh cavo convex coin have 


been found at Northbourn. I have had two other ſuch Britiſh coins from Wingham, the 


one weighing 20 grains; the other 834 grains, its ſpecific gravity 10.9 l. On the ob- 
verſe of this is a man on horſeback with his right arm extended, the horſe bridled; the letters

parallelogram TASCIO. Another of theſe cavo- convex coins from Lyminge weighed 9y 


grains, and its ſpecifie gravity was 16.2. I have a denarius of Trajan and other Roman 
braſs coins from the caſtle field in Worth; where on the tifing ground, a little way from 
the border of the marſhes and about a a quarter of a mile ſouth weſt of the church, are the 
foundations of the walls of two ſquare buildings, one within the other. Each ſide of

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the outer one meaſures 523 feet, and of the i inner one 283 feet; the thickneſs of each wall 
4 feet, and the interval between them 85 feet. The en are about a foot below the 
ſurface of the ground, and conſiſt of chalk laid in earth and covered with a thiek ſtratum 
of hard coarſe mortar, from whence probably commenced regular courſes of maſonry, 
which have been taken down and removed by the cultivators of the ground. In expoſing 
the whole to view. the workmen threw up fragments of Roman tiles, paterz and urns ; 
which, added to the circumſtances of the name of the field and the finding of Roman coins 
there, make it extremely probable, that this was a Roman exploratory tower with an out- 
work. Near 300 of the Nummi argentei engraved by Camden, Battely and White were 
found together in a pot at Hougham near Dover, about the year 1780. The few that 

came into my poſſeſſion are in the moſt perfect preſervation, and weigh from 173 grains to 


20 each, Such coins have been found in 2 principally at Hougham, Reculver and 


in Thanet. 
The port of Rutupi, the moſt famous in Brizain, undoubtedly gave its name to, or re- 


ceived it from, ſome fity or principal town that was ſituate within it. From Ptolomy ir 
appears, there was ſuch a city, and that it was one of the three principal cities of Kent. 
He was a celebrated geographer of Egypt, and died in the year 162, aged about 78. He 
volt dhe ore in the beginning or middle of the ſecond century. His geography 
is come down, to us with many errors, which are to be attributed partly to the im- 
perfection of the ſcience of aſtronomy at that period, and partly to the miſtakes of tran- 
ſcribers. The work however may teaſonable be expected to be more accurate in what 
it relates of Kent than in its account of any other diſtrict of Britain, whether he viſited 
the places himſelf or derived his knowledge of them from others. Kent in Cæſar's time 
was the moſt civilized part of the iſland, that is, it had the greateſt intercourſe with 
foreigners in matters of commerce, The road from the continent to London and the 
internal parts of the kingdom lay through Kent; all paſſengers landed in the Rutupine 
port ; and immediately reſorted to the city of that port, wherever it-might be. The names 
and diſtances of places on the road muſt therefore have been familiar to foreigners as well 
as natives; and if the manuſcript copies were ſubmitted by Ptolomy to his contemporaries 
in Britain or upon the neighbouring continent, any miſtakes in thoſe particulars muſt 
have been noticed and corrected. The city, the urbs Rutupiz, a place of trade, whether 
of Britiſh or Roman foundation, would be in a ſituation to embrace all the conveniences 
of the port. It would not be ſeated on a ſmall iſland, in the very mouth of a ſhallow bay 
extending from T hanet to Deal caſtle, expoſed to the eaſt and ſouth winds *: it would be 
placed in ſome ſpot of eaſy acceſs to veſſels from London and the northern coaſts by the 
northern mouth of the port at Reculver, and to paſſengers and merchandize from the op- 
polite continent by its eaſtern mouth at Richborough. It would be placed in ſhort on 
the ſite of Canterbury, which in the antient perfect ſtate of the Rutupine port could be 
the only eligible place for an emporium, And Ptolomy moſt aſſuredly fixed it there, as

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Here then we have Darvenum-one degree of longitude eaſt from London ; Rutupiæ 
three quarters of ſuch a degree eaſtward of Darvernum, and the foreland a quarter of a 
degree in the ſame direction from Rutupiæ. London, Rutupiæ and the foreland are placed 
in the ſame parallel of latitude, but Darvenum is removed 20 miles to the ſouthward of 
that parallel. A degree of Jongitude in latitude 54 conſiſts of about 42 engliſh miles, 
which, if Ptolomy meant to be perfectly accurate in his numbers, would give 82 ſuch 
miles for the diſtance between London and the foreland, and ſo in proportion for the other 
diſtances : but be ſeldom pretends to greater accuracy in his numbers than a quarter of 
a degree either of latitude or longitude; and though he certainly well knew that the pa- 
rallels of longitude converged to the polar points, he certainly did not know the preciſe 
length of a degree either of a great or ſmall circle on the earth. Now the real diſtance 
between London and the point of the north foreland is about 66 miles; and by aſſuming 
the half or 33 miles or indeed any other number whatever for the length of Ptolomy's de- 
gree, we ſhall immediately perceive that there can be no correſpondence between the num- 
bers and the places, if we, as moſt people have done, refer Darvenum to Canterbury and 


Rutupiæ to Richborough hill, which are only ten miles from each other. But, if we reter | 


Darvenum to Maidſtone and Rutupiæ to Canterbury, there will be ſuch an agrecment 
between Ptolomy's diſtances and the real ones as cannot reaſonably be attributed to ,acy 
cident. Ptolomy ſays, Darvenum is one third of a degree ſouth of London; and Maid- 
ſtone is really above 17 miles ſouth of the perpendicular to the meridian of London. 
Maidſtone, Canterbury and the foreland are reſpectively. about 27, 5 and 66 miles from

Had we aſſumed the direct diſtances of Maidſtone and Canter- 
bury; from London, and 31 miles for Ptolomy's degree of longitude, the coincidence; of 
numbers would have been; ſtill more remarkable. The following ſcheme will illuſtrate the 
ſuhject better than words; in which A is a compariſon between the places, ſuppoſing Darve- 
num to be Canterbury and Rutupiæ to be Richborough hill. B refers Darvenum to Maid- 
ſtone and Rutupiæ to Canterbury. In theſe two the degree of longitude is ſuppoſed to con- 
fiſt of 33 engliſh miles, and the diſtances are to be meaſured on a perpendicular to the meri- 
dian of London: but in C the degree is eftimated at only 31 ſuch miles, and the direct diſ- 
tances from London are made uſe. of. The line ne 1 in each ſcheme gives the real mea- 
ſures « Alance ee the places, and ne 2 the eſtimated diſtances * 1 
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The old ies ans ding towns in England; ind he epiſcopal i which 


are likely to be as ancient as any other places, are moſt of them ſituated on the banks of 


navigable rivers, eſtuaries and harbours; not at the mouths however of ſuch ports, but 
as deeply inland as poſſible, as well to afford the beſt ſhelter to veſſels, as for the con- 
venience of bringing their cargos at the cheapeſt rate into the central parts of the diſtrict, 
and of diſtributing the goods from thence to the ſurrounding country. In fact, through 


out England almoſt every ſueh port has now, and ever has had ſince the people have been 


engaged in eommerce, either a eity or a eapital town on its margin; and it would be difficult 
to aſſign a reaſon why the fine river Medway ſhould in this particular have been neglected 


by the civilized inhabitants of Kent in the earlieſt times of the Roman ſettlement here. 


In thoſe times however the preſent marſhes at the entrance of the river between Sheerneſs 


and the higher grounds ſouthward: were probably under water; in which caſe the parts of 


me river by Rocheſter and Chatham muſt, have been too much expoſed to the northerly 


. Winds; nor was ſuch a ſituation on one ſide of the county eligible in other reſpects for the 


purpoſes 
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purpoſes of commerce, The city therefore muſt haye been higher up the river, aſl pro- 
bably where Maidſtone now ſtands; to which emporium Rocheſter caſtle in after times might 
be a præſidium, as Richborough and Reculver caſtles were to Rutupiæ or Canterbury, and 
Borough caſtle and Caiſter were to Norwich or ſome Roman town in its neighbourhood. 
It cannot be doubted, but that the inhabitants of Kent in the earlieſt times, to avail f 


themſelves of the advantages of ſuch a noble river, navigable to the centre of their 
country, eſtabliſhed an emporium in the moſt eligible ſituation; and fo principal a/town 
muſt have been well known to Ptolomy, Nor can it be imagined, that the only two 
cities of note in Kent eaſtyvard of London "ſhould be fituated on one eſtuary within 


ſo ſmall a diſtance of each other as Canterbury and Richborough, I cannot help con- 


cluding theretore, that by Darvenum Ptolomy meant Maidſtone, and by Rutupiæ Can- 
terbury, and that later writers have miſapplied the Roman names to other places. Nor 
is ſuch a miſtake improbable, conſidering the long period of confuſion and ignorance, 
that prevailed in Britain after the Romans left the iſland, till the Saxons formed a 
ſettled government ; in which time all recotds of paſt tranſactions were diſperſed and 
loſt, Gildas, who is the moſt ancient of our hiſtorians. and wrote in the middle of 
the 6th century, complains, that there were no xecords, of his own, country remaining 
| here, but that he was forced to ſeek his information from foreigners; and we have 
received nothing from the Saxons of an earlier date than what is handed down to us 
by Bede, who flouriſhed at the latter end of the 7th and beginning of the 8th. centuries, 
that is 600 years after Ptolomy wrote, and 390 after the Romans had left the iſland. Bede 
begins his Eecleſiaſtical Hiſtory with an account of Britain in theſe words: Britannia habet 
a meridie Galliam Belgicam, eujus proximum litus tranſmeantibus aperit civitas que 
dicitur Rutubi portus; @ gente Ahglorum nune cotrupte Reptacaeſtir vocata; interpoſito 
mari a Geſſoriaco Morinorum gentis litore proximo trajecta milium quinquaginta, ſiue, 
ut quidam ſeripſere ſtadiorum quadringentorum quinquaginta. Britain has Belgic Gaul 


on the ſouth, whoſe neareſt coaſt is acceſſible to paſſengers from a city that is called the 


port of Rutubi; and now by the Saxons corruptly Reptaceſtir: oppoſite to which is Bou- 


loign as the diſtance, by the neareſt paſſage of 50 miles, or as others ſay 450 ſtadia,. It 


is to be noted, that Bede knew ſo little of the geography of theſe parts, either from his 


own obſervation or the information of his countrymen, that in the firſt part of the pre- 


ceding paſſage he adopts the very words of Paulus Oroſius a Spaniſh writer of the 5th *cen- 
tury, and of Pliny and Dion Caſſius in the latter part, adding a few words of his own 
tending to throw the whole that relates to the city of Rutubi into the utmoſt confuſion, 


The language of Oroſius indeed is not perfectly intelligible, unleſs we may be allowed to 


ſuppoſe he meant, by civitas quæ dicitur Rutubi portus; the city of the port of Rutubi, 
the urbs Rutupiæ of Ptolomy, as otherwiſe he conſounds the port with the city. But 
Bede goes further. The name of Rutupiæ or the true application of it was loſt in his 
time, 4 his countrymen had given a Saxon name to Canterbury, Sondwic too was

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flouriſhing, and Sondwic haven had obliterated the remembrance-of the Rotupine ports ſo 
that nothing remained to keep up the memory of Rutupiæ but Richborough caſtle or Rep- 
taceſter; and Bede for want of information or the power of juſt diſcrimination, after 
jumbling the port and the caſtle together, metamorphoſed them both into a city. Bede 
certainly muſt be underſtood to fix the city! he ſpeaks of on Richborough hill, and to ap- 
ply Darvenum or Dorobernia to Canterbury. Whether in this he copied from others, or 
led ſubſequent writers into the miſtake, may be difficult now to aſcertain; for 1 by no 
means am ſatisſied that the itineraries of Antoninus and Richard are of ſufficient antiquity 
The firſt is very ſlightly ſpoken of by Voſſius the learned 
hiſtorian and chronologiſt, and he evidently deems it 4 ſpurious production: Its moſt 


ſtrenuous advocates allow it to have been the work of different hands, and of times ſub- 


ſequent to any of the Antonines,”: as it mentions SR Oe! which was not built till 


the year 328. GVP its .& 644126 


Richard's itinerary'is NY a coledilation; He ſays, © ex e quibuſdam 


e a duce quodam Romano conſignatis et poſteritati relictis ſequens collectum eſt itinerarium, 


ce Aditis ex Ptolonied et aliunde nonnullis.” Mr Whitaker aſcribes theſe fragments to 
Lollius Urbieus governour of Britain in the middle of the fecond century under Antoni- 
nus Pius; Which if we admit, ſtill the value ef the information to be derived from the 
connected work will depend upon the judgment and fidelity of Richard in ſelecting the 
parts and putting them together. Some of his interpolations * * obvious, and refer to 
much later times than the 2d century; and we may preſume that there-ate others, though it 


may de difficult to point them out with certainty,” It appears to me, chat hie has been par- 


ticulatly buſy in the iters relating to Kent. If the firfÞ iter was of the ſecond century, 
the time when Ptolomy wrote, is it likely that Cantelbury would have then two names 

and one of them a greek one? The paſſage over the Medway is fixed at Rocheſter, but | 
it was more probably then at Maidſtone, and is actually made to be fo in the 15th iter. 
The numbers are ſtrangely confuſed in both theſe 'iters, and Regulbium occurs in the 
x5th iter; which moſt probably did not exiſt tilt 200 years afterwards,' and appears again 


ih no other writer till towards the middle of the 5th century, when the Notitia, in which 


we find it, is fuppoſed to have been drawn up. I cannot help thinking that Richard in 


his firſt iter has foiſtered in Cantiopolis and Duroſevum, and that in the Roman general's 
fragment he found Durobrovis with number 25 affixed to it as it now ſtands in his iter, 
| becauſe that is preeiſely the diſtance between Durovernum and Durobrovis in the three 


Kentiſh iters of Antonine, and becauſe the particular diſtances of Richard's iter When 
added together over- run the number prefixed to that iter TIN 10, which is PETER the dif-

which Bede and Richard add, ſive ut quidam ſeripſere 3450 Radia, This latter diſtance 


is evidently taken from Dio Caſſius t, who ſays, the very ſhorteſt cut is 450 ſtadia.“ 
Cæſar makes the diſtance between Portus Iccius and the coaſt of Britain 30 miles, which 
in ſome copies is 40 miles. Strabo ſays Cæſar ſailed 320 ſtadia, which is nearly 40 miles. 


If Pliny may be underſtood to mean, not the leaſt diſtance between ſhore and ſhore, but 


the direct diſtance of the places where the paſſenger took ſhipping and where he landed, 
namely Boulogne and Canterbury, and if Dio Caſſius meant to ſpeak of the .circuitous. 


paſſage between theſe places by ſea, the numbers of both will be found to be extremely 


accurate; for Canterbury is actually 50 Roman miles from Boulogne in a ſtrait line, and 
56 ſuch miles round by the old port. Cæſar undoubtedly landed in both his expeditions 


ſomewhere between Deal and the preſent mouth of Sandwich haven; and, if he came from 


Calais, his number of miles is likewiſe wonderfully exact. Strabo may ſpeak of the whole 


diſtance that Cæſar ſailed bcfore he got on ſhore, taking into account the action of the 


wind and tide on the fleet, in which caſe his numbet may be as accurate as the reſt: But 


if Cæſar's Portus Iccius was Boulogne, then the number of 40 miles, which occurs in 


ſome of the beſt copies, correſponds exactly with Strabo's number of 320 ſtadia. 


The following tables of diſtances in Roman and Engliſh meaſures may tend to elucidate 
this ſubject ; where it is to be noted, that the Roman is to the Engliſh mile, according to 
the beſt nn as 12 to 11 nearly; but more accurately as 12 to 10.9848.

This cies. in. the. diſtances, of Pliny and Dio Cafſus and the real diſtances be- 
tween Boulogne and Canterbury may, be urged as further evidence, that the urbs Rutupiæ 


and We unn Rutubi portus are meant for Canterbury.

- Another circumſtance to ſtrengthen my conjecture, that Ptolomy's Darvenum or Dar- 
vernum * is to be referred to Maidſtone, may be mentioned, though I lay no great ſtreſs 
upon it z yet it certainly is remarkable, that the three following places in one iter of 
Antoninus and in another of Richard ſhould begin with Duro, viz. Dureyernum, 
Durilenum, Durobrovis: Something of common import | to. theſe ſtations muſt have 
been concerned in the formation of theſe names. Had the prefix denoted their ſituation 
on the military road, we ſhould meet with ſimilar names upon other ſuch highways. 


Wie know not what the name of the Medway was in very early times, nor does any thing 


like its modern appellation occur in the Chorography of the Anonymous Ravennas. Such 
2 capital river however muſt have had a name appropriated to it in that work, and we find 
chere Durolanum and Dorvantium or Dorvatium, one of which might poſſibly be the 
Med way. In which caſe, ſuppoſing Durovernum or Darvernum to be Maidſtone, vre 
have likewiſe Durobrovis' Rocheſter, and Durolenum Sittingbourn, all ſituated on the 


banks of the Medway, and all probably deriving the firſt part of their names. from that 


Canterbury has been ſaid to have changed its name very often; but I ſuſpect it was 
always what it is at preſent, except while the Romans had poſleſhon of the kingdom,

when it was called Rutupiæ. The Britons before the arrival of the Romans according 


to Nennius named it Cair Kent. The Saxons called it by the fame name in their own

| | They were none of them calculated for defence againſt a regular ſiege ; nor were they 


large enough to contain within their area at the ſame time a garriſon of ſoldiers and a 
civil community of citizens. Garriononum in Norfolk was protected by the Stableſian 
horſe, quartered in Borough caſtle and Caiſter on the north and ſouth ſides of the mouth 
of the Yare. A detachment of Tournay ſoldiers garriſoned Limne or Stutfall caſtle, for

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the prakefilan of a whole legion, the legio ſecunda Auguſta; the greater part of which 


moſt probably was quartered in the city, and the reſt within the caftle at the eaſtern 
mouth of the port. When the eity was called Riceheafordburg, the caſtle at the eaſtern 
mouth, appropriated more particularly for its defence, was named Riceburgceſter, which 
was pronounced by the Saxons Richboroughcheſter, that i is, as its name remains 'to this 
day, Richborough caſtle. The other caſtle at the north mouth not only guarded that 
_ acceſs to the city, but was of more general uſe in protecting all the coaſt from the foreland 
to the Swale ; it might therefore with great propriety acquire the name of Reculph or 


Regulf, regni auxilium; which any latin writer of that time in drawing BY the Notitia 


Imperii * be expected to caps to Regulbium.
